Sir  Clive  Sinclair's  computer 
company,  Britain's  biggest 
supplier  of  home  computers,  is 
in  financial  difficulties  and  has 
been  given  two  months1  exten- 
sion to  its  credit  by  Thorn  EME.  . 
one  of  its  main  manufacturers. 

Thorn  EMI  makes  Sinclair  1 
microcomputers  under  con-  | 
tract,  but  production  has  been 
cut  recently  because  of  over-  I 
stocking.  Thom  EMI  sajs  talks  I 
have  taken  place  with  Sinclair  I 
Research  to  help  the  company  1 
out  of  its  present  problems.  i 

Mr  Harold  Mourguc.  vice-  i 
chairman  of  Thorn  EMI,  said  ! 
yesterday:  “They  arc  tempor- 
arily in  cash  difficulties.  They 
are  unable  to  pay  this  time. 
There  arc  some  payments  due. 
We  have  agreed  lo  extend  the 
credit."  Thorn  EMI  insists  that, 
the  problems  feeing  the  com- 
puter company  arc  temporary. 

Mr  Mourguc  added:  “What 
the  long  term  implications  arc  it 
is  difficult  to  say.  We  assume  it 
is  just  an  aberration  and  that 
they  can  fund  their  way  out  of 
iL" 

The  cash  shortage  is  likely  to 
have  been  precipitated  .by  slow 
sales  of  Sinclair  products;  sales 
of  all  home  computers  in 
Britain  have  dropped  dramati- 
cally since  Christmas. 

The  company  wrote  off  £1.5 
million  against  post-Christmas 
returns  and  another  £1  million 
in  savage  price  cut  which  it 
made  on  its  Spectrum  com- 
puters to  stimubtc  sales.  An- 
other £1  million  was  written  off 
when  Prism,  one  of  Sinclair's 
principal  distributors  ceased 
trading.  A further  £1  million 
was  spent  on  advertising  the 
company  in  Germany. 

However,  in  March.  Sir  Clive 
reported  a pretax  profit  of  £7.9 
million  for  tjie  nine  months  up 
| to  December  although  he  said 
that  no  substantial  computer 
ordeirs  had  been  placed  for  the 
: two  months  after  Christmas. 

In  February  Sir  Ghfc  post- 
poned his  plans  to  launch  his 
company  on  the  Unlisted 
Securities  Market  because  of  the 
City's  nervousness- about -the  ~

brought  about  .by.  fee  financial  " 
problems  of  Acorn,  Sinclair's 
main  British  competitor. 

Soon  after,  the  company 
slowed  computer  production 
because  of  overstocking,  and  in 
May  Sir  Give  admitted  that  the 
QL  computer,  launched  last 
year  had  sold  only  60,000  - just 
over  half  the  target. 

The  slow  sales  of  other 
Sinclair  products  have  undoubt- 
edly added  to  the  strain.  The 
electric  vehicle,  the  C5,  laun- 
ched at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  has  not  proved  a commer- 
cial success.

Mr  Jeremy  WethereH, 
a former  MIS  officer,  told  the 
court  that  the  timers  were 
detained  for  Libyans  with  “anti- 
Gadaffi”  connections. 

He  said  Assali  told  him  he 
had  “an  acquaintance  who  was 
involved  in  anti-Gadaffi  mat- 
ters. He  said  this  Libyan  had 
asked  him  to  produce  some 
devices,  about  14 1 think'’. 

At  Assali's  home  in  Mount 
Drive.  Park  Street,  St  Albans, 
the  police  found  electronic 
cquipetmenl  a radio  transmitter 
and  17  timers,  which  were 
handed  over  to  the  anti-terrorist 
squad. 

Mr  Green  said:  "They  were 
designed  and  constructed  for 
the  use  of  terrorists,  to  enable 
them  to  delay  the  detonations 
of  explosive  devices,  for 
example."

Father’s  campaign  to 
trace  lost  children 


A campaign  to  set  up  a 
national  organization  to  help 
find  missing  children  was 
launched  yesterday  by  .the  father 
of  Genette  Tate,  the  13-year-old 
who  vanished  nearly  seven- 
y ears  ago. 

To  mark  International  Day  of 
the  Missing  Child,  Mr  John 
Tate  introduced  a special  “care 
coach”  which  will  carry  pictures 
of  lost  children  around  Britain 
and  provide  advice  for  anxious 
parents.  It  will  set  off  on  a three- 
week  tour  tomorrow. 

Mr  Tate  spoke  of  his  vain 
seven-year  search  for  his  daugh- 
ter, who  went  missing  from 
Aylesbeare,  Devon,. in  August 
1978.  He  sai±  “Sometimes  it  is 
as  though  you  are  in  a dream 
and  that  you  are  going  to  wake 
up  to  find  everything  is  okay 
and  that  things  are  going  to  be 
as  they  were  then. 

“At  first  1 strongly  believed 
she  was  alive -and  I wouldn't 
hear  anything  different-  Now. 
after  seven  years,  hope  has 
become  very  slim.  I am 


conditioned  to  the  fact  it  is 
more  likely  that  Genette  is  not 
alive.” 

This  weekend  also  sees  the 
launch  of  Mr  Tate's  book. 
Genette:  Where  is  She  Now, 
which  lists  his  proposals  for 
how  the  system  could,  be 
improved. 

These  include  a national  co- 
ordinated record  of  missing 
children,  a parents*  “care  card” 
on  which  they  can  record  and 
update  information  about  their 
child,  a scheme  whereby  schools 
can  keep  up-to-date  photo- 
graphs of  each  pupil,  and  a plea 
for  companies  to  print  pictures 
of  missing  children  on  beer 
mats,  matchboxes,  milk  cartons 
and  other  consumer  items.

Katherine  and  Jessica  Burton, 
under  a separation  agreement 
made  in  .1963  between  himself 
and  his  first  wife  Sybil. 

Other  bequests  included  10 
per  cent  of  his  net  estate  to'  his 
adopted  daughter  Maria,  under 
a separation  agreement  made  in 
1973  with  his  second  wife, 
Elizabeth  Taylor,  the  actress. 

He  left  $15,000  (£11.925)  to 
his  four  brothers  and  three 
^sisters,  Mr  Will  Jenkins,  aged 
’ 73.  Mr  David  Jenkins,  aged  71, 
Mr  Verdun  Jenkins,  aged  68, 
Mr  Graham  Jenkins,  aged  57.

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Visual  phones  to 
help  deaf  ‘hear’

.A  visual  telephone  for  the 
deaf  is  being  developed  at  Essex 
University  which  enables  sign 
language  to  be  transmitted  over 
the  telephone  lines  using  sty- 
lized cartoon  pictures. 

Dr  Don  Pearson  and  Mr 
John  Robinson,  of  the  univer- 
sity’s electronic  systems  engin- 
eering department,  who  head 
the  project,  are  discussing  with 
industry  the  prospects  for 
commercial  application  of  the 
equipmcnL 

The  idea  emerged  ‘ from 
experience  at  the  Royal 
National  Institute  for  the  Deaf 
in  London,  has  been  using  a 
straightforward  closed  circuit 
television  link  during  the  past 
10  years.  Even  when  the- 
television  equipment  give  ex- 
tremely poor  quality  pictures 
deaf  people  could  interpret  sign 
language. 

Normal  television  pictures, 
which  contain  a- large  amount  of 
information,  need  the  equiva- 
lent- of  about  1,000  telephone 
channels  for  a high  quality  link. 
Consequently,  the  transmission 
of  moving  pictures  is  very 
costly.  Alternative  systems, 
such  as  typewriters  connected  to 
telephone  lines,  are  slow  and 
difficult  to  employ  for  convey 
sation. 

The  Essex  team  has  reduced 
the  amount  of  information  of  a 
high  quality  picture  into  an 
image  which,  conveys  the 
essential  information  for  sign 
Inguage.  As  a result,  _ the . 
information  can  be  coded  in  a 
form  which  can  be  sept  oyer  a 
telephone.  , ' ■ . , 

The  procedure  is  to  feed  the 
pictures  from  a television 
camera  into  an  electronic  device 
which  extracts  the  sign  language 
movements  and  codes  them- 
into  cartoon-like  pictures. 

The  pictures,  which  have  no 
colour  or  shading  pick  out  the 
important  features  of  the 
mmith  hands  and  fingers.

Ford  chief 
jailed  for 
road  death 


A senior  Ford  executive  who 
ran  down  a stranded  motorist 
and  carried  the  body  on  the  roof 
of  bis  car  for  two  miles  after  the 
accident  was  jailed  for  two  years 
yesterday.

Judge  Ward,  passing  sentence 
at  Chelmsford  Crown  Court, 
described  Klein’s  behaviour  as 
an  appalling  piece  of  driving. 
He  said  Klein  had  been 
extremely  callous  and  must 
have  known  he  had  hit  some- 
one. 

The  court  was  lold  during  the 
three-day  trial  that  Klein  drove 
his  powerful  fuel-injected  Gra- 
nada into  Mr  Arthur  Daley  at 
60  mph  as  Mr  Daley,  aged  22, 
walked  to  an  RaC  breakdown 
van  beside  the  old  London 
Road  at  Mountnessing,  Essex. 

Klein,  who  had  been  drinking 
in  a wine  bar  before  the  crash, 
drove  on  with  pan  of  Mr 
Daley's  body  through  the 
shattered  windscreen.

Sefior  Saul  Ubaldini,  the 
popular,  leather-jacketed  CGT 
leader,  attacked  the  Govern- 
ment at  the  rally  for  having 
failed  to' raise  wages  and  make 
the  economy  grow  "Democracy 
with  hunger  is  not  democracy.” 
he  shouted  above  the  cheers  of 
the  crowd.  “If  the  Government 
is  not  capable  of  changing  its 
socio-economic  policies,  it 
should  quit”

Canada's  Progressive  Con- 
servative Government,  in  office 
eight  months,  has  introduced  a 
series  of  tough  measures  to 
control  the  ballooning  national 
debt  and,  at  the  same  time, 
liberate  the  country's  “entrepre- 
neurial spirit”. 

The  Tories'  first  full-scale 
budget,  presented  in  the  Com- 
mons on  Thursday  night  by  the 
Finance  Minister.  Mr  Michael 
Wilson,  slashes  spending  across 
a wide  range  of  government 
programmes,  services  and  sub- 
sidies. 

Among  those  items  affected 
are  family  allowances  and  old- 
age  pensions  which,  instead  of 
being  Billy  indexed  to  the  cost 
of  living  will  from  next  year  be 
indexed  only  to  increases  in  the 
consumer  price  index  above  3 
percent 

The  budget  was  generally 
welcomed  by  business  leaders, 
who  have  been  asking  for  some 
time  that  the  Government  cut 
spending  and  gel  its  finances 
under  control. 

It  was  denounced  by  orga- 
nized labour.  The  president  of 
the  Canadian  Labour  Congress, 
Mr  Dennis  McDermott,  said  it 
was  “tough  and  very  unfair". 

The  finance  spokesman  of 
the  Liberal  Opposition  in  the 
Commons,  Mr  Donald  John- 
ston. called  it  “one  of  the  worst 
of  all  budgets”.  Its  various 
provisions  amounted  to  “an 
enormous  lax  on  middle-in- 
come Canadians”.  Stiff  addi- 
tional taxes  have  been  put  on 
cigarettes,  alcohol  and  petrol. 

On  the  other  hand,  the 
Government  is  offering  a 


number  of  tax  concessions  to 
business,  especially  small  busi- 
ness. Every  Canadian  is  to  be 
entitled  to  a lifetime  capital 

?ains  tax  exemption  of 
C500.000  (£287.000). 

The  conservative  thrust  of 
the  budget  is  exemplified  by  its 
emphasis  on  reducing  the  huge 
spending  dificit  and  arresting 
the  “dangerous  thend  of  rising 
debt”  that  marked  the  free- 
spending  years  of  Leberal  rule. 

The  national  debt,  about 
$C200  billion,  and  high  unem- 
ployment. about  11  per  cent, 
were  the  two  main  problems 
facing  Canada.  Mr  Wilson  said. 

By  attacking  the  spending 
deficit,  the  Government  was 
also  attacking  unemployment, 
since  spiralling  deficits  “con- 
strain our  ability  to  promote 
growth  and  create  jobs”

Government  tries  to  tap 
the  black  economy

Dr  Manbubul  Haq,  Pakis- 
tan's Finance  Minister,  has 
presented  his  budget  to  the 
newly-elected  National  As- 
sembly which  proposes  to  mop 
up  the  vast  sums  of  illegal 
earnings  hoarded  in  the  coun- 
try. It  was  the  first  budget  to  be 
debated  by  an  elected  assembly 
in  seven  years. 


Dr  Haq.  a former  senior 
official  or  the  World  Bank,  said 
undeclared  “black”  money 
would  be  able  to  buy  govern- 
ment bonds  with  no  questions 
asked.  The  measure  is  aimed  at 
people  who  earned  money 
illegally  through  tax  evasion, 
double  book-keeping,  drug 
smuggling  and  other  illegal 
economic  activities. 


He  proposed  a 70  per  cent 
increase  in  cash  funds  for  family 


planning,  something  the  Islamic 
fundamentalists,  whose  power

Although  there  was  a 29  billion 
rupees  deficit  to  start  with,  he 
would  not  impose  new  taxes  but 
would  cover  it  by  increasing  the 
price  of  certain  consumer  items 
and  services. 

Indexation  of  salaries  - 
providing  for  salary  increases  of 
up  to  82  per  cent  - would 
compensate  for  rising  prices. 

Defence  spending  is  to 
increase  from  29.6  billion 
rupees  to  30  billion  rupees,  in 
the  next  financial  year  he  said. 
At  a press  conference  yesterday. 
Dr  Haq  insisted  that  in  real 
terms,  taking  into  consideration 
rising  costs,  Pakistan’s  defence 
spending  would  not  increase  at 
all.

Star  Wars  experts 
forge  ahead 
with  laser  weapons 


One  of  the  experts  beading 
President  Reagan's  Star  Wai*- 
lesetrch  project  said  important 
progress  had  been  made  in 
developing  ground-based  and 
space-based  lasers  capable  of 
destroying  incoming  nuclear 

Mr  John  Gardner,  director 
of  the  systems  division  of  the 
Strategic  Defence  Initiative 
Organization  (SDIO),  said 
scientists  and  engineers  were 
also  exdted  by  the  development 

of  launching  devices  for  small, 

non-explosive  projectiles  - 
“Smart  rocks”  - that  could  be 
hurled  into  space  to  destroy 
missiles  with  the  energy  pro- 
duced upon  impact.  The  bum- 
chers  would  be  based  ideally  in 
Europe  as  well  as  the  US. 

Policy  planners  of  the  SDIO 
are  dearly  convinced  that  Star 
Wars  research  wfll  lead  to  the 
start  Of  production  of  space- 
based  weapons  within  five  to 
six  years.  The  momentum  of 
research  has  picked  np  dra- 
matically since  the  project  got 
under  way  about  six  months 
ago.  Hundreds  of  American 
'companies  and  research  insti- 
tutions are  Involved  already. 

Mr  Gardner,  a design 
engineer,  said  in  an  Interview 
that  one  of  the  strengths  of 
smart  rocks  was  their  size. 

. “Yon  could  bold  one  in  your 
hmdu.  They  have  the  potential 
to  be  built  inexpensively. 

“They  could  be  launched  by 
fairly  small  rockets.  But  we 
have  also  looked  at  even  more 
exciting  new-technology  laun- 
chers called  electro-magnetic 
launchers,  which  use  different 
physical  principles  from  chemi- 
cal rockets.  They  are  capable  of 
accelerating  these  small  projec- 
tiles to  much  higher  velocities. 
One  single  little  device  like  this 
could  intercept  and  destroy  an 
entire  ballistic  missile  and  all 
the  warheads  on  it”

Regina  v Horsham  Justices,  Ex

How  pirates  could  rescue  radio 


Laser  Radio  is  called  a “pirate”.  This  is  a 
picturesque,  picaresque  description;  but 
wrong.  Laser  Radio  may  be  buccaneering, 
operating  as  it  does  from  a sbip  in 
international  waters,  but  it  breaks  no  laws. 
In  Britain  it  is  accused  of  “stealing”  its 
frequency  - SSS  metres  medium  wave  - 
because  that  is  one  of  dozens  of  frequencies 
allocated  to,  but  not  used  by,  the  BBC. 

Laser  selected  the  frequency  with  care  to 
avoid  interference  with  existing  stations  and 
communications  essentia!  to  marine  safety, 
following  the  tradition  of  Radio  Luxemburg 
and  Vatican  Radio,  both  of  which  broadcast 
long  before  they  achieved  the  sanction  of 
any  international  body.  As  it  celebrates  its 
first  birthday,  the  station  has  gained  five 
million  listeners  a week  in  Britain. 

Commercial  radio  in  Britain  is  in  a mess. 
With  a few  notable  exceptions  it  fails  to 
deliver  what  advertisers  and  audiences 
want  It.  tries  to  be  all  things  to  all  people; 
local  and  national,  music  and  information 
orientated,  aimed  at  young  and  old.  In 
trying  to  serve  so  many  masters  it  serves  no 
one  well. 

Different  people  want  different  things 
from  radio.  The  costs  of  producing  radio 
programmes  are  so  low  and  so  many

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frequencies  are  available  that  there  is  no 
good  reason  to  deprive  the.  public  of  as  many 
different  radio  services  as  creative  minds 
can  devise.  Why  is  it  that  New  York  (a  city 
smaller  than  -London)  can  support  more 
than  70  radio  stations  when  in  London-only 
seven  can  officially  be  heard?  This  is  not  a 
matter  of  physics  but  of  politics  and  vested 
interest. 

Laser  Radio  is  programmed  in  the  belief 
that  a certain  section . of  the  European 
population  wants  to  hear  hit  music 
-uninterrupted  by  talk.  Many  people  have  no 
desire  to  listen  to  a station  such  as  Laser  and 
their  tastes  should  be  met  elsewhere.  But 
many  millions  do  want  such  a station.  Who 
after  all  owns  the  frequencies  - the 
government's  broadcasting  organizations  or 
the  people  themselves? 

The  most  vocal  critic  of  Laser  in  Britain 
are  to  be  found  in  the  independent, 
commercial  radio  industry.  Are  they  really,. 
as  they  claim,  trying  to  protect  the 
excellence  of  British  commercial  radio  or  are 
they  simply  trying  to  protect  their  mon- 
opoly? 


- Laser  is  attacked  for  not  paying  copyright 
fees.  This  is  hardly  the  fault  of  the  station; 
we  would  be  delighted  to  .pay.  Record 
companies  and  artists  axe  only  too  happy  to 
have  their  music;  on  the  air.  It  is  their 
collection  agencies  which  refuse  -payment 
because  they  lack  jurisdiction  on  the  high 
seas. 

The  station  is  devoted  10  musical 
entertainment.  It  has  pot  and  will  not 
broadcast  political  or  religious  propaganda. 
We  observe  our  own  strict  rules  on 
advertising  and  good  taste  and  operate  with 
the  highest  technical  standards  possible  for  a 
marine  station. 

Commercial  radio  attracts  little  more 
than  2 per  cent  of  all  advertising  expenditure 
in  Britain.  In  America,  where  the  figure  is 
nearer  $ per  cent, . the  radio  industry  is 
vibrant  and  strong.  Commercial  radio  there 
•succeeds  by  providing  what  people  want; 
Rather  than  fighting  Laser's  existence,' 
British  radio  stations  should  welcome  the 
competition  and  work  with  us  to  improve 
standards  on  commercial  radio.  Then 
perhaps  Britain's  radio  as-  wdQ  as  its 
television  will -be  the  envy  of  the  worid.  .

Charles  Knevitt  on  the  promise  of  tomorrow’s  British  architecture 


After 
Palumbo, 
a new 
spirit  of 
freedom 


Now  that  the  ghost  or  Mies  van  der 
Rohe  has  finally  been  laid  to  rest, 
with  the  Government's  decision  to 
reject  the  proposed  290ft  office 
block  In  the  City,  what  is  the  shape 
or  things  to  come  in  architecture? 

Those  who ' supported  Peter 
Palumbo's  scheme  believe  that  the 
conservationists'  victory  prefaces  a 
new  Dark  Ages  in  which  all  modem 
designs  will  be  shunned  by  myopic 
planning  officers  and  their  reaction- 
ary planning  committees. 

The  fact  that  the  Prime  Minister 
has  appointed  Quinlan  Terry,  one  of 
the  leading  classical  revival  orehi- 
iccii.  lo  carry  out  the  interior  design 
of  her  new  home  in  Regents  Park, 
might  support  that  speculation. 
Michael  Hescltine.  former  Environ- 
ment Secretary  and  now  Secretary  of 
State  for  Defence,  and  Lord 
McAlpine.  treasurer  of  the  Con- 
servative Party,  are  also  Terry's 
patrons. 

But  those  who  believe  that 
architecture  is  an  evolutionary 
process  need  not  despair.  Things  arc 
looking  up.  Architects  are  beginning 
to  respond  to  the  Prince  of  Wales's 
exhortation  lo  them  last  year  to 
design  buildings  which  are  "beauti- 
ful as  well  as  socially  useful”  In  fact 
the  process  has  been  under  way  for  . 
some  lime. 

Today's  architectural  buzz  words 
arc  contextual  - buildings  which 
relate  to  their  surroundings  but  in  a 
modern  idiom:  eclectic  - borrowing 
from  previous  stylistic  periods, 
reinterpreting  symbolic  forms  in  a 
new  way;  plurality  - no  longer  one 
dominant  style,  but  several  alterna- 
tives appropriate  to  different  situ- 
ations. Decoration  and  ornament, 
paLtem  and  colour,  banned  by  the 
Modern  Movement  as  a “crime”, 
are  being  given  vigorous  new  life. 
Architects  arc  beginning  to  speak  in 
the  same  language  as  everyone  else.

London  presently  has  an  exhibition 
where  the  public  can  see  the  future. 
Called  “Tomorrow's- Architecture?”, 
it  shows  the  work  of  13  practices 
selected  - by  . Colin  . Amery  and 
organized  by  Mary  Hawkes.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  exhibition  might  be 
the  forerunner  of  a larger  exposition 
of.  contemporary  British  architec- 
ture. perhaps  sponsored  by  the  Arts 
Council. 

The  criterion  for  selection  was  a 
simple  one:  the  schemes  represent 
"the  kind  of  architecture  that  we  will 
see  more  of  in  the  future”.  They 
illustrate  the  middle  way;  “not  one 
of  compromise”,  says  Amery,  “but 
each  practice  has  found  a formula 
that  works  for  the  commission  in 
question.  None  of  the  firms  here  is 
really  pushing  a particular  style”. 

This  flexible  approach  is  signified 
by  designs  which  are  particular  and 
unique:  from  the  neo-classical 
Southall  Railway  Museum  by  John 
Simpson,  to  a folksy  timber  shed  for 
Clifton  Nursery  in  Maida  Vale, 
London,  and  Hanseatic  League 


crow-stcp  gables  of  housing  being 
built,  at  Dudgeon's  Wharf,  in 
London's  Docklands,  both  by 
Jeremy  .Dixon.  Dixon  is  also 
responsible  for  the.  £55  . million 
Royal'-  Opera  House  extension  in 
Covcni  Garden,  plans  of  which  are 
eagerly  awaited  later  this  year.  - 

Piers  Gough,  of  Campbell  Zugolo- 
vilch  Wilkinson  & Gough,  is 
represented  by  a winy  scheme  of  16 
pd st-mod cm  classical  houses  in  Mile 
End. ' cast  London,  for  Kentish 
Homes,  which  is  nearing  com- 
pletion. But  it  would  be  wrong  to 
give  the  impression  that  this  is  an 
all-London  show,  as  the  provinces 
arc  where  much  of  the  most  avant- 
garde  work  is  to  be  found.  Feilden 
Clegg  Design  is  developing  a 
housing  scheme  at  Hedgemeod'Park 
in  Bath,  not  far  from  the  grand 
Georgian  scl-pieccs.  which  demon- 
strates how  the  new  can  successfully 
be  incorporated  in  historic  sellings 
without  upsetting  local  sensibilities 
and  still  produce  attractive  modem 
architecture. 

As  Amery  states:  “Modesty  is  not 


a bad  virtue.  It  is  essential  for  the 
progress  of  civilized  life  - and  a bit 
of ! humour. helps”.  As  t for  high-tech, 
beloved  ofRicharcTRogers,co-archi- 
tcct  of  the  Bcaubou'rgfans.  centre  in 
Paris  and  on  full. view  in  the  £157 
million  new  Lloyd’s  headquarters 
building  in  the  City:  *‘Z  am  sure  we 
will  come  to  see  it  as  an  enormous 
confidence  rrick.  Ii  is  neither  cheap 
nor  mass-produced,  although  it 
manages  to  look  both.  It  is'  just 
another  style  and  its  days  are 
numbered.  British  pragmatic  archi- 
tecture is  where  the  future  is.” 

Until  such  time,  of  course,  as  the 
profession  and  the  public  it  serves 
fed  confident  enough  in  the  future

Old  story  with  a telling  twist 


Jackie  Torrence,  the  Story  Lady, 
comes  from  the  little  town  of 
Granite  Quarry  in  North  Carolina. 
Nobody  she  meets  in  England  has 
ever  heard  of  it.  "Wha.  Granite 
Quarry  is  so  small  there's  folks  lived 
there  all  their  lives  in’t  never  heard 
of  it.”  There  is  a tickle  of  laughter 
round  the  bar  table  at  the  Waterman 
Arts  Centre  in  west  London. 

Jackie  is  encouraged,  she  gathers 
steam:  “Hit’s  so  small  they  put  the 
city  limit  signs  back  to  back  on  the 
same  post.”  The  tickle  becomes  a 
snort,  and  she  thinks  again:  “Hit's  so 
small  we  don't  even  have  us  a town 
drunk.  E\’  body  has  to  take  turns." 
Now  the  table  is  laughing  hard,  but 
Jackie  is  relentless;  “Yup.  that  town 
is  so  smalt  the  river  only  bothers  to 
run  by  twice  a week."  And  just  as 
the  laughter  peaks  Jackie  Torrence, 
with  the  timing  of  a hundred 
thousand  talcs  behind  her,  moves  on 
to  the  next  story. 

She  is  the  biggest  thing  ever  to 
come  out  of  Granite  Quarry-  - 18  or 
20  stone  of  her.  A face  as  round  and 
brown  and  shiny  as  a Marmilc  jar, 
and  three-inch  long  silver  fingernails 
and  a body  swimming  in  a 
parachute  of  polka-dot  turquoise 
silk.  What  do  the  children  make  of 
her  when  she  tells  her  stories? 

“Whal,  they-  ax  me  how  old  I am. 
They  ax  me  whur  ah  got  the  stories 
from.  They  ax  me  do  ah  have 
children  of  my  own . . And  then 
they  ax  how  much  I weigh.  ’’.And  the 
liming  is  so  perfect  again  that  this 
modest  joke  sends  the  table  off  into 
hiccups. 

"Down  in  Cardiff  this  little  boy 
was  siltin’  with  eyes  getting  rounder 
and  rounder”  she  pops  her  eyes  in 
impeccable  imitation  of  infan* 
wonder.  "And  I knowed  he  was  just 
set  to  ask  some  real  intellectual 
question.  And  he  puts  up  his  hand,” 
she  waggles  a plump  forearm, 
dashing  with  jewellery,  “And  he 
says,  ‘Do  you  live  anywhere  near 
Michael  Jackson*!  ” 

She  has  been  telling  stories  for  12 
years  now:  Unde  Remus  tales  told 
by  her  great  grandfather,  who  was  a 
slave;  Indian  "Trickster”  tales  from 
her  grandmother,  who  was  half- 
Cherokee;  Old  English  “Jack”  tales 
(similar  to  Jack  and  the  Beanstalk), 
passed  down  by  the  Scots  and  Irish 


settlers  in  the  North  Carolina 
mountains,  and  ghost  stories. 

Jackie  is  visiting  Britain  as  part  of 
the  current  American  Festival.  The 
audience  at  die  Waterman  Centre 
was  a modest  SO  or  60.  but  back 
home  she  has  attracted  5.000  fans  lo 
the  Corn  island  Storytelling  Festival 
in  Kentucky.  She  has  two  daily  TV 
shows,  seven  LPs,  and  has  been' paid 
Si. 000  an  hour  for  telling  stories  to 
an  invalid  millionaire  recluse. 

In  America,  storytelling  is  having 
a big  revival.  Many  public  libraries 
have  resident  storytellers  to  enter- 
tain children  while  parents  browse, 
and  it  was  as  a children's  librarian 
that  Jackie  Torrence  began.  There  is 
even  a National  Association  for  the 
Preservation  and  Perpetuation  of 
Storytelling  which  organizes  an 
annual  festival  in  Jonesboro,  Ten- 
nessee. 

There  are  signs,  too.  that  some- 
thing is  stirring  in  this  country.  The 
Inner  London  Education  Authority 
has  employed  a full-time  storyteller, 
Robert  Lagnado,  since  1972.  Since 
1981  three  major  projects  - the  West 
London  Storytelling  Unit.  .Common 
Lore,  and  the  College  of  Storytellers 
- have  sprung  up.  There  are  now  12 
full-time  freelance  storytellers  work- 
ing in  England  and  last  January  saw 
the  first  National  Storytelling  Festi- 
val at  the  ButterseaArts  Centre. 

There  are  West  Indian  storytel-. 
lers,  like  Godfrey  Duncan,  who  tdls 
the  Anassi  stories  of  the  half-human, 
half-spider  trickster  who  figures  in 
West  African.  Caribbean,  and  now 
Shepherds  Bush  folklore.  There  is 
Beulah  Candappa  with  folk  tales 
from  Burro  ah,  Abenaa  Kwapoog 
from  Ghana,  and  Duncan  William- 
son, the  illiterate  gypsy  storyteller 
who  retains  a store  of  over  1,000 
tales,  few  ever  written  down. 

Ben  Haggerty.' the  young -theatre 
director  who  founded  the  West 
Londn  Storytelling  Unit,'  puts  the 
growth  down. to  a “dissatisfaction 
with  the  narrowness  of  political 
life”.. 

He  describes  H as  a feeling  that 
there  might  be  something  unsuspec- 
ted to  be  learnt  from  the  past.  The 
Victorian  folklorists  collected  stories 
as  they  collected  fossils  and  fritil- 
laries  - as  scientific  curiosjties 
contemptuously  labelled,  as  primi- 


tive entertainment  for  children.  The 
new  storytellers  see  their  tales  as 
models  for  a more  harmonious  and 
integrated  view  of  life,  free  from 
petty,  political  strife.  They  contain  a 
repertoire  of  unchanging  archetypes: 
dominant  fathers  and  lazy  sons; 
beautiful  daughters  and  jealous 
stepmothers;  kings  and  paupers; 
crafty  foxes,  stubborn  mules  and 
faithful  hound  dogs.  “Stories  reflect 
the.  way  nations  dream.”  -says 
Haggerty,  quoting  the  children's 
writer  Alan  Garner.  • “We  know 
practical! y nothing  about  the  way 
the  Celts  lived  their  lives  from  day 
to  day.  and  . yet  we  have  their 
imaginations.'' 

Not  that  the  stories  somebody  like 
Jackie  Torrence  tells  are  cosy  and 
comfortable  affairs  at  all.  Jack  and 
his  brothers  Will  and  Tom  are  lazy 
boys  who  want  to  spend  all  day  in 
"bald”  but  are  forced  to  seek  then- 
fortunes  by  their  father.  Tricked  by  a 
wicked  king  Will  and  Tom  are 
forced  to  forfeit  a square  foot  of 
flesh,  cut  from  their  backs  with  a 
pocket  knife.  But  Jack  is  too  smart 
for  the  king  and  claims  his  own 
forfeit  - a fool  of  flesh  from  the 
king's  back.  The  king  buys  him  off 
with  40  wagon  loads  of  gold  and

Jack  rides  home  in  triumph. 
“Walchoo  gonna  do  now  youse  a 
rich  man.'Jack.”  asks  his  momma. 
“I sc  gonna  spend  the  rest  of  mah  life 
in  baid,”  says  Jack. 

Not  a lot  of  moral  improvement 
there,  but  the  .audience  loves  it. 
They  are  a Fabian  summer  school 
son  of  bunch:  languid  elderly  men  in 
multi-coloured  shirts  and  * sandels; 
faculty  wives  in  loo-young  bobbed 
haircuts  and  Biggies  boots.  Earnest 
people;  anxious  about  whether  there 
is  meat  in  the  salad  at  the  buffet  bar, 
desperate  uot  to  notice  that  Jackie  is 
black  as  a coal  scuttle. 

But  there  . is  no  feigning  their 
interest.  As  Jackie's  voice  bubbles 
like  molasses  in  a well,  shoulders 
lean  imperceptibly  forward  and  jaws 
drop  open  by  dergrecs. 

Whal  is  the  secret?  A good  voice, 
a wonderful  face,  natural  timing,  a 
pared-down  simplicity  of  language  - 
but  something  more.  il  is  the  simple 
absence  of  a text,  perhaps,  that, 
makes  the  difference.  There  is  no 
referring  to  an  outside  authority,  no 
frontier  to  imagination,  just  your 
complicity'  with  - the  storyteller 
allowing  you  to  travel  as  far  as  you 
both  want  to  go. 

In  one  story,  told  through  the  eyes 
of  a five-year-old  girt  the  mother 
dies  suddenly  in  the  night  She  is 
buried,  but  to  tbe  horror  of  the  child 
returns  all  muddy  from  the  grave, 
one  hand  drenched  in  blood.  Two . 
grave  robbers  opened  the  tomb  to 
steal-  her  -wedding  ring  and  .woke  her 
from  her  trance  “when  they  took 
steel  to  my  flesh".  A teenage  girl  in 
front  of  me  clutches  her  shoulders.  A 
middle-aged  woman  twists  the  ring 
on  her  wedding  finger.  . 

The  mother  wilt  never. tell  who 
severed  her  finger  but  every  Sunday 
at  church,- for  the  rest  of-her  life,  she 
speaks  kindly  to  two  cousins,  who 
grow  pale  at  her  passing.  . 

The  magical  molasses  voice  stops, 
and  we  are  all  dapping;  but  Jackie 
' Torrence  re  moving  on  to  the  next 
story*.  "It  was  laid  akfumn.  October 
as  I remember.  My  carstopped  cm 
the  road  to  Ashvtlle.  It  wouldn't 
start  again.  There  was  a bouse,  .with 
an  old  woman  sitting-  on  the 
porch . . .”  And  once  again,’ w are

New  York  state  has  announced  an 
inquiry  into  whether  or  not  it  has 
been  systematically  defrauding  its 
female  employees  by  paying  them 
less  than  male  employees  in 
comparable  jobs.  To  lighten  any 
needless  suspense,  it  has  set  aside 
$34  million  to  finance  the  awards 
that  will  be  levelled  against  tu 

How  docs  it  know  that  the  inquiry 
win  find  that  it  has  been  sinning 
against  egalitarianism  all  these 
years?  Is  it  just  a hunch  or  a guilty 
conscience?  Or  perhaps  the  fact  that 
Governor  Mario  Cuomo  has  com- 
missioned the  inquiry  from  the 
Centre  for  Women  in  Government- 
al an  initial  cost  lo  the  NewV ork 
taxpayer  (viz,  myself)  of  $676,000. 

- These  are  deep  waters,  and 
perhaps  it  would  be  ungallant  to 
pursue  the  Centre  for  Women  in 
Government  too  far  into  them.  Bui 
other  questions  spring  nimbly  to 
mind.  ., 

For  instance,  what  will  happen  if 
the  inquirv  recommends  more  than 
the  $34  million  set  aside?  One  state 
official,  when  asked  this,  had  no 
idea.  Apparently  the  question  had 
never  occurred  lo  him.  Still  more 
revealingly.  it  had-never  occurred  w 
anyone  else  lo  wonder  whal  would 
happen  if  the  inquiry  recommended 
less  than  $34  million  or.  indeed, 
nothing  at  alL  or  if  it  suggested  that 
New  York  had  been  defrauding 
male  employees  down  the  years 
because  their  true  wages,  scientifi- 
cally estimated,  were  even  less 
comparable  than  the  market  rea- 
lized. The  stale  would  therefore  pay 
them  $34  million. 

For  those  who  have  come  in  laic, 
let  me. explain  that  the  notion  of 
comparable  worth  is  equal  pay  for 
different  work.  It  is  the  assertion 
that  certain  jobs  occupied  mainly  by 
women,  say  secretaries,  require  the 
same  level  of  skill,  training,  ability 
and  responsibility  as  other  jobs 
occupied  mainly  by  men.  say  lorry 
drivers,  and  that  the  jobs  should  be 
paid  the  same. 

There  is,  of  course,  no  reason  in 
logic  or  equity  why  comparable- 
worth  principles  should  be  applied 
only  to  those  pay  differences  which 
occur  between  the  sexes.  If  valid,  it 
could  equally  be  applied  within 
classes.  Train  drivers  might  claim 
that,  in  skill,  training,  responsibility 
and  importance  for  public  safely, 
they  arc  the  equal  of  the  captains  of 
passenger  ships  and  so  should  be 
paid  equally.  Captians  might  then 
reply  that,  although  true,  this  daim 
omits  the  consideration  that  they 
have  to  spend  long  weeks  at  sea 
away  from  their  families.  Tram 
drivers  would  presumably  counter 


with:  vcs.  that’s  all  very  well,  but  *c 
railwaymen  don't  have  your  social 
prestige.  It  might  continue  radefi-  & 
nhclv,  but  no-one  stems  to  have 
■cottoned  on  to  thu  elementary 

P°A»imting  that  we  confine  it  to 
sexual  differentials,  we  must  still  ask 
why  it  is  automatically  assumed  that 
female  wages  should  be  increased  to 
match  male  incomes.  If  they  are 
merely  comparable,  it  might  be 
argued  with  equal  (ot  at  least 
comparable  justice  that  male  wages 
should  be  reduced  to  the  level  of 
female  ones,  or  perhaps  that  they 
should  meet  somewhere  m the 
middle.  We  can  only  determine 
whether  the  correction  .should  be 
upwards  or  downwards,  if  we  know  * 
whal  each'  job  is  worth  - not  just 
comparably  but  individually,  absol- 
utely and  inherently. 

This  we  can  never  know  for  the 
simple  but  adequate  reason  that 

there  is  no  such  thing  as  inherent 

economic  value.  Economic  value  is 
determined  entirely  by  what  people 
are  prepared  to  pay  for  the  product 
or  service  under  discussion.  Con- 
sider the  familiar  example  of  the 
stage-coach  driver.  His  was  a skilled 
and  important  job  requiring,  much 
responsibility  and  hard  work  btn  his 
skills  became  obsolete.  His  wage  fit 
therefore  fell  and  eventually  his  job 
vanished.  If  there  bad  been  compar- 
able-worth regulations  around  in  the 
1820s  and  1830s,  no  doubt  govern- 
esses could  have  seen  their  modest 
emoluments  plummet  downwards 
in  line  with  the  comparable  wage  o i 
the  state-coach  driver. 

Fortunately  for  the  British  econ- 
omy, there  were  no  job  evaluation 
experts  around  then  to  work  their, 
magic.  This,  consists  of  watching 
somebody  work,  then  breaking 
down  the  job  into  various  compo- 
nents (skill,  hours,  responsibility, 
and  so  on),  attaching  an  arbitrary 
value  to  each  component,  and 
totting  up  the  score  to  see  what  the 
job  is  worth.  Should  two  jobs  score 
about  equally,  then  comparable  g 
worth  dictates  they  be  paid  equally . “ 

American  judges  take  the  social 
sciences  very  seriously  indeed. 
Several  of  them  ha  veal  ready  given 
the  force  of  tow  to  these  subjective 
judgements  by  idle  bystanders  in  the 
workplace.  As  a result,  female 
workers  in  several  state  have  been 
given  unexpected  bonus  payments 
as  reparations  for  the  injustice  they 
suddenly  realized  they  had  suffered. 
Tltis  is  only  fair  since,  if  the  job 
evaluation  chaps  got  the  score  wrong 
and  the  women's  labour  is  not  really 
worth  that  much  to  their  employers 
or  to  the  consumer,  they  will  shortly 
be  but  of  a job.

Ennius:  and  so  say 
all  of  us 


There  is  a New  Yorker  cartoon  that 
shows  a bearded  academic  publisher 
beaming,  staggering  under  5,000 
pages  of  manuscript  of  some  such 
work  as  The  Use  of  the  Gerund  in 
ISih  Century  Devotional  Verse , as 
boring  as  a pound  of  suet,  and 
exclaiming:  “Turgid!  I love  iL” 

Scribblers  for  the  daily  press,  here 
today,  firelighters  tomorrow,  admire 
and  envy  long-distance  writers  for 
all  time;  in  the  same  way  that  100- 
metre  men  secretly  resent  marathon 
runners.  Today  we  celebrate  the 
publication.  50  years  after  the 
project  siarted,  of  one  of  the  long- 
distance works  of  scholarship  of  this 
ocnlury.  They  do  not  make  books 
like  this  any  more;  and  I don’t 
suppose  they  ever  will  again. 

It  is  noL  a work  that  is  going  to  get 
on  those  boring,  spurious,  and 
corrupt  "best-feller”  lists. 'll  may. be 
a bit  specialized  even  for  the 
conscientious  literary  editor  lo  list  it 
under  that  copious  umbrella  “inter- 
esting books  published  this  week". 
But  in  the  long  eye  of  history  it  is 
clearly  interesting,  because  it  is  the 
last  word  on  the  subjecL 

The  subject  is  the  first  and  last 
definitive  commentary  on  a poet 
whose  work  survives  only  in  a few 
corrupt  fragments.  And  848  pages  of 
close  scholarship  settle  his  business 
- let  it  be!  - until  the  great  Final 
Btamination  in  the  Sky.  It  makes  an 
instructive  contrast  with  noisier 
books  about  Pope-slaying  or  the 
latest  dietary  fad,  which  are  hyped, 
splashed  all  over  the  excitable 
newspapers,  and  then  forgotten  in 
deserved  oblivion  as  blank  as  ashes 
under  Londinium. 

The  bad  news,  Mr  Printer  and 
brave  new  computer-programmers, 
is  that  the  poet  is  question  wrote  in 
Latin.  The  good  news  is  that  all  that 
the  cultivated  non-specialist  needs 
to  know  about  him  is  that  he  was  the 
father  of  Latin  poetry,  and  a very 
early  source  of  our  • European 
history,  A few  famous  lines  survive: 
schoolboys  used  to  leant  them  to 
drop  casually  into  their  essays  to 
suggest  deep  learning. 

O Tite  tutc  Tati  tibi  tanta  tyranne 
tulistu  Romulus  is  exclaiming  about  ■ 
the  assassination  of  his  fellow  King: 
"O  - tyrant  Thus  Talius.  what  a 
temble  tumble  you  took”.  It  is  an

rather  slowly,  one  reason  being 
Skuisch's  internment  during  the 
hysteria  of  1940.  It  was  noL  until 
March  1943  that  the  OUP  con- 
firmed its  acceptance  of  the  pro- 
posal. 

The  original  idea  was  that  the 
book  should  include  the  Tragedies 
(fragments  of  more  than  20  survive)  j§ 
as  well  as  the  Annals,  the  18  books 
of  hexameters  presenting  the  history 
of  Rome  from  its  mythical  begin- 
nings of  the  twin  boys,  brought  up 
like  Mowgli  by  a she-wolf.  down  to 
■the  contemporary  wars:  Ennius 
lived,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge, 
from  239-169  BC.  About  600  lines 
of  the  Annals  survive  in  fragments, 
mutilated  corruptions,  and  doubtful 
bits;  and  bits  about  which  there  can 
be  no  doubt  at  all.  The  delegates 
thought  it  might  take  about  five 
years.  The  secretary  to  the  delegates 
wrote  to  Otto  Skuisch;  “But  I hope 
such  a long  view  will  not  tempt  you

Although  the  commercial 
exploitation  of  drug  abuse  is  a 
prime  candidate  for  confiscation 
of  profits,  new  legislation  should 
deal  more  widely  with  what  is 
plainly  a defect  in  the  criminal 
courts*  capability  to  do  justice. 
The  power  to  order  confiscation 
should  be  general  wherever  the 
profits  of  crime  are  large.  It 
should-  extend  to  reguuitory 
offences  which  may  not  be 
thought  very'  wicked  yet  may  be 
richly  rewarding  to  the  trans- 
gressor, for  beyond  the  size  of 
any  fine  that  can  be  imposed  - 
demolishing  a listed  building  or 
polluting  the  environment  for 
example.  And  whenever  there 
are  identifiable'  victims  of  a 
crime  orders  to  make  compen- 
sation or  restitution  in  their 
favour  should  have  precedence 
over  confiscation. 

These  powers  would  be  inef- 
fective without  others  to  freeze 
the  assets  of  suspected  criminals 
at  the  time  of  arrest,  and  others 
to  assist  in  the  tracing  of 
laundered  foods.  The  practicality 
of  doing  all  these  things  was 
examined  by  a committee  with 
Mr  Justice  Hodgson  as  chairman 
which  reported  last  year  (The 
Profits  of  Crime  and  their 
Recovery.  Heinemann).  The 
Home  Office  has  been  preparing 
draft  legislation.  The  complexity 
of  the  task  has  to  be  acknowl- 
edged. 

AH  the  measures  mentioned 
are  aimed  at  the  supply  side  of 
the  market  in  illicit  drugs.

If  the  Jayawardene  Govern- 
ment is  to  escape  further  blame 
for  its  handling  of  the  problem  it 
will  have  to  turn- with  the  tide, 
against  a military  solution.  The 
President  already  has  a lot  to 
answer  for.  Although  the  origins 
of  this  crisis  hark  back  to  the 
traditional  ethnic  and  cultural 
rivalries  between  the  Arayan 
Sinhalese  and  Dravidian  Tamils, 
exacerbated  by  a deliberate 
policy  of  British  preference  for 
the  Tamils  whilst  Ceylon  was  a 
Crown  Colony  and  a crude 
reverse  Sinhala-first  redressal 
after  independence,  a large  share 
of  the  blame  for  the  present  near- 
hopeless  state  of  communal 
relations'  must  lie  with  the 
Jayawardene  Government. 

During  foe  period  of  formal 
negotiations  with  the  Tamils,  foe 
President  foiled  to  rise  above 
politics  and  his  ruling  United 
National  party’s  own  concern  to 
make  a serious  offer  which 
moderate  Tamils,  and  in  particu- 
lar the  Tamil  United  Liberation 


find  a negotiated  solution,  his 
government  opted:  for  what 
amounts  to  a military  settle- 
ment, relying  on  its  indisdplined 
forces  to  tackle  foe  terrorists 
without  any  corresponding  pol- 
itical initiative  to  win  back 
majority  Tamil  sentiment.  In- 
deed, to  add  insult,  it  also 
repeatedly  committed  itself  to 
settling  Sinhalese  on  Tamil  land, 
a policy  that  could  not  have  been 
more  deliberately  designed  to 
offend. 

It  is  against  this  bleak  back- 
ground that,  this  month's  mass- 
acres have  occurred.  They  are  a 
measure  of  foe  despair  and 
desperation  which  is  now  widely 
spread  through  both  Sri  Lankan 
communities. 

It  is  therefore  imperative  that 
the  Government  pay  heed  tx>  the 
calls  to.  seek  a political  solution 
by  means  of  fresh  negotiations 
which  have  this  week  been  made 
in  Colombo.  Even  leading  I 
members  of  the  Buddhist  clergy,  | 
numbed  by  foe  brutality  of  the  , 
wanton  murders,  seem  to  have 
come  out  in  favour  of  another  1 
conciliatory  conference  with  the 
Tamils. -in  fact*  this  lime  round 
President  Jayawardene  is  being 
urged  to  sit  down  with  both  foe 
terrorists  and  foe  Indian 
Government  (which  he.  believes 
supports  foe  former)  to  find  a 
solution.  It  is  an  opportunity  he 
should  not  miss. 

For.  paradoxically,  the  May 
murders  may  have  pushed  Sri 
Lanka's  crisis  to  its  nadir  but 
have  also  created  for  President 
Jayawardene.  were- he  willing  to 
take  it.  the  best  opportunity  yet 
to  press  for  political  concessions 
to  the  Tamils.  As  the  military 
approach  has  so  visibly  foiled, 
the  majority  Sinhalese  are  for  foe

Reading  signals  on  higher  education 

From  Mr  Stephan  Schattmann  mined 


Sir,  In  his  drive  to  make  university 
education  more  cost  effective.  Sir 
Keith  Joseph  is  preparing  to  cut  the 
number  of  students  by  14  per  cent 
between  1990  and  1997.  Your 
leader-writer  (May  22)  rightly  hints 
that  the  timescale  involved  makes 
central  manpower  forecasts  (which 
are  used  to  justify  the  cut)  a more 
than  doubtful  proposition. 

But  there  is  another  set  of  highlv 
relevant  statistics  on  which  the 
Secretary  of  State  remains  silent 
How  does  Britain's  student  papu- 
lation compare  with  other  member 
countries  in  the  Community? 
Calculations  of  full-time  students 
per  million  inhabitants,  based  on 
1 983  data  published  by  Eurostat  and 
the  Department  of  Education,  reveal 
this  depressing  picture: 

Germany,  21,430:  Denmark.  21.370; 
Netherlands.  20,530;  Belgium. 
20.460;  France;  19,290;  EEC  aver- 
age. 18,650;  Italy,  17,950;  Ireland, 
71370:  United  Kingdom.  9,000. 

True  enough,  this  country  has  a 
larger  number  of  part-time  students 
than  others  in  the  EEC.  Yet  even  if 
one  includes  those  reading  for 
degrees,  the  figure  of 9,000  only  rises 
to  11.660  - still  very  substantially 
below  the  totals  of  Germany,  Ranee 
and  Italy,  countries  of  similar  size. 

The  Government  is  concerned 
that  Britain’s  competitors  are  pro- 
ducing more  scientists,  engineers 
and  technologists  than  the  United 
Kingdom.  The  simple  explanation 
seems  to  be  that  they  have  more 
students.  Has  Britain  really  become 
a country  unable  to  match  their 
performance?

Sir.  The  publication  of  the  Govern- 
ment's Green  Paper  on  higher 
education  has  coincided  with  the 
start  of  midsummer  examinations  in 
many  universities.  The  students  who 
are  taking  their  finals  this  year  have 
been  at  university  in  foe  period 
during  which  foe  effects  of  foe 
severe  financial  cuts  of  1981  have 
been  assimilated. 

Most  of  us  who  have  been 
teaching  them  are  confident  that 
they  have  received  as  good  a 
university  education  as  their  pre- 
1981  predecessors.  However,  if  the 
totally  negative  tone  of  foe  Green 
Paper  becomes  the  basis  of  univer- 
sity development  in  the  coming  ‘ 
years,  it  is  inconceivable  that  foe 
finalists  of  foe  1990s  will  have  had 
the  same  good  fortune. 

The  Government  has  based  its 
Green  Paper  on  many  misconcep- 
tions - among  them  the  feasibility  of 
forcing  more  students  to  read  for 
scientific  and  technological  degrees. 
Education  begins  at  school! 

Today  many  of  us  working  in 
universities  have  been  encouraged 
by  the  fact  that  The  Times  has 
devoted  considerable  space  to  the 
Green  Paper,  and  has  given  it  a 
highly  critical  reception.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  foal  all  university  students  - 
past,  present  and  future  - will 
likewise  rally  in  active  condem- 
nation of  foe  Green  Paper,  which  is 
more  a guideline  for  decline  in 
higher  education  than  a statement  of 
constructive  future  policy. 

After  years  of  cuts  and  contrac- 
tion such  a statement  is  badly 
needed  (as  foe  Jarrell  Committee 
has  recently  pointed  out).  In  the 
meantime,  this  new  attack  on  the 
future  of  higher  education  consti- 
tutes yet  another  attack  on  the  future 
of  this  nation.

THE  CHITRAL  EXPEDITION. 

(FROM  OUR  SPECIAL  CORRESPONDENT  ) 
CAMP  DIR,  April  23. 

To-day  a letter  has  at  last  been 
received  from  Mr.  Robertson,  and. 
though  no  very  detailed  account  of  the  | 
siege  has  yet  been  received,  sufficient 
is  now  known  to  enable  us  to  see  that 
live  defence  of  Chitral  has  been  one  of 
the  most  splendid  and  gallant  feats  of 
arms  recorded. 

Of  almost  equal  merit  to  the  defence 
of  Chitral  is  the  march  of  Colonel 
KeDy’a  little  column  of  the  R'Jnd 
Pioneers  and  a Kashmir  battery  lo  its 
reliel.  To  aU  appearances  the  whole  of 
Chitral  was  up  against  them,  and  the 

country  >s  of  the  most  difficult 
description.  On  every  march  there  ore 
positions  where  their  advance  could 
nave  been  opposed,  and  they  had  to 
cross  a pass  12.400ft.  high  at  perhaps 
its  worst  time  of  year.  At  the  end  of 
March  the  Shandur  Pass  is  not  so  cold 
as  in  January,  when  Mr.  Robertson’s 
party  crossed,  but  foe  snow  is  in  its 
worst  condition  owing  to  the  action  of 
the  sun  in  just  beginning  to  melt  it.  To 
take  guns  over  such  a pose,  is  ■ 
wonderful  performance,  and  to  fight  an 
action  just  beyond  with  this  formid- 
able obstacle  in  foe  rear  shows  an 
amount  of  daring  which  would, 
perhaps,  only  be  iustified  by  the 
magnitude  of  the  stake  that  was  being 


i played  Tor. 

It  is  unmistakably  a disappointment 
to  the  officers  and  men  of  Sir  Robert 
Low's  force  that  they  should  not  have 
been  able  to  take  part  in  the  final  and 
ostensible  act  in  the  relief  of  Chitral; 
hut.  though  that  has  not  been  possible, 
they  may  at  least  feel  that  without 
them  the  relief  never  could  have  been 
effected.  No  amount  of  gallantly  on 
the  part  of  the  garrison  and  not  twice 
the  force  that  Colonel  Kelly  had  would  , 
have  availed  against  the  forces  which  !

against  them,  had  not  the  advance  of 
General  Low's  division  drawn  off  the 
strongest  ally  of  the  rebellious 
Chitral  is  and  the  successes  which 
attended  that  advance  shown  the 
besiegers  what  was  in  store  for  them 
should  they  continue  to  oppose  the 
British  Government. 

Starting  exactly  to  date  and 
advancing  without  a single  check, 
every  eventuality  well  calculated  out 
before  band  and  provided  for  as  was 
necessary,  complete  as  any  armv  can 
be  in  ita  organization  and  its 
equipment.  Sir  Robert  Low’s  division 
has  steadily  approached  ita  goal  and 
swept  every  kind  of  opposition  before 
it.  No  physical  obstacle  could  stay  its 
progress  and  no  impetuous  fanaticism 
of  foe  wild  hitlmen  could  check  it  for  a 
moment-  The  rocky  heights  of  the 
Malakand  Pass  were  earned  at  the 
point  of  foe  bayonet,  and  the  fate  of 
the  campaign  practically  settled  at  its 
very  commencement  Not  even,  when  a 
temporary  misfortune  had  given  the 
enemy  an  almost  overwhelming 
advantage  could  they  effect  anything 
against  foe  bravery  of  the  disciplined 
troops  of  India.  Not  even  when  the 
bridge  over  the  Panjkora  had  been 
swept  away  behind  the  guides,  and 
when  the  enemy  came  swarming  in 
overpowering  numbers  elated  at  foe 
prospect  of  catching  the  handful  of 
soldiers  in  a trap,  could  they  secure  a 
single  advantage.  They  were  sturdily 
repulsed,  a bridge  was  built  at  another 
and  better  place,  and  General  Low’s 
force  advanced  as  irresistibly  as  before. 
And  it  is  the  irresistibility  of  this 
advance  that  has  broken  down 
opposition,  and  by  causing  Umra 
Khan  to  withdraw  from  Chitral 
relieved  the  tension  there  and  made 
Sher  Afoul  see  that,  if  Umra  Khan  is 
not  able  to  hold  his  own  against  tbe 
British,  he  certainly  would  not  be  able 
to.

Constitutional  conflict  . 

From  Mr  Vernon  Bogdanor. 

Sir.  In  his  article  on  the  House  of 
Lords  (May  15)  Geoffrey  Smith 
explains  why  the  House  of  Lords  as 
an  unclccted  chamber  must  not 
challenge  the  authority  of  the 
government  of  the  day.  The  Lords’ 
refusal  lo  vote  for  a referendum  or 
enquiry  before  the  GLC  and 
metropolitan  counties  are  abolished 
appears  10  confirm  that  they  share 
this  interpretation  of  their  role. 

Yet  this  doctrine  leaves  open  the 
question  of  whether  there  can.  in 
Britain,  be  any  constitutional  refer- 
ence point  other  than  foe  govern- 
ment of  foe  day  in  foe  case  of  issues 
such  as  the  replacement  (not 
abolition)  of.  a tier  of  elected 
government,  by  a series  of  joint 
committees,  quangos  and  no  mi- ' 
nated  appointees. 

The  same  issue  arises  in  a number 
of  other  areas  of  government,  such 
as  the  interpretation  of  the  Official 
Secrets  Act.  protection  of  the  rights 
of  minorities  in  foe  Commons  and 
the  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the 
event  of  a hung  Parliament. 

These  matters  are  governed  in 
many  other  democracies  by  consti- 
tutional rules.  In  Britain,  however, 
the  only  guarantee  of  constitutional 
propriety  is  the  good  will  of  the 
government  of  foe  day. 

The  Conservative  Party’s  Review 
Committee  on  the  House  of  Lords, 
chaired  by  Lord  Home,  which 
reported  in  1978,  concluded  that  this 
was  insufficient  and  that  reform  of 
the  Lords  was  needed  so  that  the 
citizen  could  be  provided  with 
constitutional  protection. 

Is  this  need  any  less  today? 
Experience  would  suggest  hol  How. 
then,  is  ibis  constitutional  protec- 
tion to  be  obtained?

Contemporary  theological  contro- 
versialists such  as  Don  Cupiitand 
the  Bishop  of  Durham  have 
succeeded  in  attracting  attention  to 
the  doctrine  ofGod  and  the  mode  of 
his  action,  or  the  lack  of  it  in  the 
World.  So  Cupitt  tells  us  we  must 
take  leave  of  the  consoling  idea  of 
Providence  and  David  Jenkins  is 
set  against  all  sorts  of  miraculous 
intervention. 

The  doctrine  of  God  involves 
abstruse  philosophy  and  tortuous 
metaphysical  argumentation  which, 
unfortunately,  do  not  translate 
easily  into  newspaper  headlines 
what  does  come  through  amounts 
only  to  slogans  about  “atheist 
priests"  and  the  notorious  "conjur- 
ing trick  with  bones".- There  is  thus 
considerable  danger  of  misrepresen- 
tation and  we  should  sympathize 

with  Cupitt  and  Jenkins  when  their 
views  are  caricatured  by  journalists 
on  the  look-out  for  a sensational 
story. 

But  there  is  another  side  to 
theological  argument,  for  the 
doctrine  of  God  requires  the 
response  of  man  and  so  includes  a 
consideration  of  human  psychology, 
or.  as  it  used  to  be  called, 
"spirituality".  So  the  first  doctrine 
of  God,  even  -the  fashionable 
doctrine  of  his  non-existence,  is 
framed  by  the  minds  of  men.  Jt  is  on 
that  topic  of  human  psychology  that 
the  much  talked  about  controversia- 
lists show  an  alarming  deficiency  of 

understanding,  even  of  the  reality  of 
principle, 

Jenkins  is  at  odds  with  Cupin  on 
the  doctrine  .of  Gad.  but  both  men

firmly  believe  in  the  idea  of  human 
perfectibility.. .

The  psychological  or  spiritual 
teachings  of  Jenkins  and  Cupitt 
agree  perfectly  together-  and  they 
arc.  historically  considered,  a 
recrudescence  of  Pelagian  ism.  so 
called  after  the  monk  who  opposed 
St  Augustine's  teaching  on  original 
sin  and  man's  depravity:  Pdagia- 
nism  is  a very  English  disease  which 
involves  tho  falsely  / conso&ng- 
tb  ought  that  we  can  pull  ourselves 
up  by  our  own  bootstraps.  All  we 
need  is  a singleness  of.qiind  , .. .. 
inner  integrity . . . disinterested  love 
and  so  on. 

But  theexperience  of  this  century.- 
above  all  centuries,  ought  to  teach 
us  that  Pelagian  ism  revived  as  the 
ethics  of  Blue  Peter  - “Let's  all  be 
jolly  nice  to  one  another"  - is  a false 
doctrine,  a heresy  which  needs  to  be 
condemned.

There  is  a 
re  mythologizing  of  the  New  Tcsta- 
mem’saccoont  of demon  possession 
here. 


• -And  not  Freud  only,  but  the 
world  of  tangible  particulars  and 
feds  of  experience  reveal  the  deep 
spilt  between  good.and.evjr  in  die 
. soul  of  psyche  -of  man:  die  way  wc 
so  often- feave  undone  the  things  we 
; ought  lb  have  done  and  do  the 
things  we  ought  not  to  have  done. 
Have  the  . concentration  camps, 
napalm  arid' the  bomb  taught  us 

nothing  about  ourselves? 

The  horrors  of  our  century  are  as

■ But  traditional  theological  teach- 
ing offers  some  reliefi  for  « arc 
saved  by  the  events  of  Good. Friday 
and  Fa«w  Day.  by  the  redemptive 
work  of  God  in  Christ  reconciling 
(he  world  to  himself.  That,  in  turn, 
.involves  the  doctrine  of  the 
atonement.  Unfortunately,  it  is  the 
■ area  of  theology  which-  Cupitt,.  at 
least  will  have  nothing  to  do  with; 
for,  as  he  says:  “It  is  a story  that- 
cannot  be  told  ...  for  it  contains 
. morally  repellent  symbolism".  . . 

Of  course  it  does:  in  the  Story  of 
the  Cross, are  involved  undeserved 
suffering. : injustice,  the  denial  of 
dignity,  lies,  deceit  betrayal,  blood 
money;  ire  short,  all  the  unsavoury 
aspects -which  abound  ire  the  world 
of oitiinaty experience..-  . 

The  mistake  made  by  the  radicals 
is  simply  that  they  do  nor  look  at 
man  as  nc  is.  It  is  a dangerous  flight 
from  reality, ' a false  psychology 
which  must  necessarily  lead 'to  a 
false  theology.  Let  Jenkins  turn  for  a 
spell  from  his  The  Glory  of  Man  (his 
Bampton  Lectures)  and  let  Cupitt 
abandon  his  too  sanguine  view  of 
what  we  can,  as  fallen  creatures,  do 
and  what  we  cannot  do. 

Let  both  of  them  amend  their 
psychology  before  they  presume  to 
pronounce  on  the  hidden  thine  of 
God:  for.  if  they  are  so  contused" 
about  earthly  things,- why  should  we 
believe  them  when  they  speak  to'us 
Of heaven?

GG.  died  on  May8,  aged  92.  in 
.New  South  Wales,  Australia^  He 
was  awarded  the -Albert  Medal, 
translated  to  the  George  Cross 
in  1971,  while  a member  of  the 
Ross  Sea  Party  of  the  Shackle- 
ton  Trans-Antartic  expedition 
in  1915  and  also  had  the  Polar 
Medal  and  Bar. 

• . The  Shackleton  . Trans-' 
Antarctic  expedition  of  1914  to 
1917  had  as  its  purpose  .the 
crossing,  of  the  Antarctic  conti- 
nent from  the  Weddell  Sea  to 
the  Ross  Sea  via  the  South  Pole,: 
a distance  of  about'1,700  miles. 
As  sufficient  supplies  for  the 
journey  could  not  be  carried,  a 
chain  of  depots  on  the  Ross  Sea 
side  had  to  be  established  as  far 
southwards  as  possible. 

With  this  in  view  the  ship 
Aurora  was  sent  to  McMurdo 
Sound  at  the  sbutherii  extremity 
of  the  Ross  Sea  to  winter  there 
so  that  only  a portion ' of  the 
stores  and  equipment  needed  to 
be  disembarked.  The  Aurora 
reached  * McMurdo  Sound  in 
January  1915,  but  during  a 
blizzard  in  May-was  blown  out 


to- sea  and  was  unable  to  return, 
leaving  the  nine  members  of  the 
expedition  -who  were  on.  shore 
stranded. 

. They  realized  that  the  failure 
to  establish  the  depop  would 
result  in  the  loss  of  the  mam 
body-  and  decided  that  they 
must  cany  out ' the  allotted 
programme.  This  party,  of 
which  Richards-  was  a member,  ■ 
started  on  October  9 with,  two 
sledges  and  four  dogs,  and.  162 
days  later  the  surviving  mem- 
bers' arrived  bade  with  their 
mission  accomplished. 

One  member  of  the  party  had 
to  be  dragged  on  a sledge  for  42 
days,  mainly  by  hand  labour, 
over  a distance  of 350  miles  and 
he  died  when  only  19  miles 
remained  to  be  covered.  The 
leader  of  the  party  collapsed  at 
one  point  and  all  suffered  from 
scurvy  and  snow  blindness. 

Richards  was  Principal  of  the 
Ballarat  School  of  Mines  and 
Industry  from  1946  to  1958:  he 
was  author  of  the  Ross  Sea 
Short  Party l He  is  survived  by 
his  wife  and  three  children.

Frances?  Middlestorfo  knew  that 
portrait . photography*-  for  her, 
was  not'utbe -pictures  one  sees 
in  newspapers".  But  she  needed 
to  define  what  it  did  mean 
before  she  could  organize  her 
exhibition  in  York.  She  ha^l  to 
have  a firm  basis  for  her  choice 
and  the  criterion  she  finally 
' arrived  at  was  evidence  of  a 
rapport  between,  subject  and 
photographer. . 

This  can  take  many  forms. 
There  is  the  formality  of  studio 
photography  by  men  such  as 
Snowdon  .or  the  impromptu 
photograph  taken  in  the  field 
epitomized  by  Phillip  Jones 
Griffiths’s  powerful  study  of  air 
American  GI  in  Vietnam.  Here 
the  rapport  was  immediate  but 
the  result  grips  one's  attention. 
But  rapport  can  also  be 
established  over  a number  of 
years,  as  demonstrated  by  the 
new  breed  of  documentary, 
photographers  who  concentrate 
on  small  communities  which, 
they  visit  repeatedly. 

Rapport  was  to  prove  as  good 
a principle  as  any  from  which  to 
work:  it  .has  allowed  Frances 
Middlestorfo,  director  of  the 
Impressions  Gallery  in  York,  to 
take  the  spectator  through  some 
of  the  finest  British  portrait 
photography  from  1935  to  the 
present  day. 

This  period  is  not  arbitrary.  It 
begins  with  the  gradual  demise 
of  the  studio  portrait  photogra- 
pher in  the  race  of  the  cheap, 
accessible  Polyfoto  booths.  A 
sheet  of  these  Polyfotos  - is 
included  in  the  show:  100  or 
more  passport-sized  snaps  of  a 
young  woman  of  the  early  1 940s 


stare  out  at  us  from  a single 
sheet"  Each  photograph  is 
different  with  a slight  change  of 
expression  or  turn  of  head;  it  is 
one  of  .the  • most-  direct  "and 
honest  items  in  the  exhibition. 

Too  often,  gesture  and 
artifice  are  substitutes  for  what 
Roland  Barthes,  the  French 
philosopher,  called  the  ‘'lumi- 
nous shadow  which  ac- 
companies the  body”.  But  it  is 
difficult  for  even  the  most 
disarming  and  persuasive  pho- 
tographer to  peel  away  some- 
one’s many  protective  masks. 

. Snowdon,  however,  is  a 
master  at  this  dissection.  He 
takes  his  sifters  into  the 
anonymity  of  the  studio  where  a 
subtle  game  takes  place  until  the 
subject,  almost  unaware  that  the 
veneers  have  been  stripped 
away,  takes  the  chair. 

Sometimes  the  "luminous 
shadow”  eludes  even  the  finest 
photographer.  Cecil  Beaton 
often  missed  it  beneath  the 
glittering  props  he  insisted  on 
using.  Yet  there  is  one  fine 
photograph  of  his,  of  a young 
Quintm  Hogg  (now  Lord 
Hailshani  of  St  Marylebone),  in 
an  unexpected  and  austere 
environment 

David  -Hockney  knew  very 
early  that  a single  true  photo- 
graph was  elusive.  He  often 
tried  to  photograph  his  mother 
in  the  conventional  way  but  tbe 
results  never  seemed  to  capture 
the  right  personal  experience. 
He  began  to  develop  his 
Polaroid  composite  technique 
which  - shows  the  sitter  in 
sequential  terms,  but  even  here 
theatricality  remains. 

This  is  almost  the  last  thing 


one  finds  in  Don  McCulIin's 
work.  His  most  successful 
portraits  are  those  of  the  hapless 
victims  of  society,  the  destitute 
and  homeless  who  haunt  a 
small  area  of  London's  East 
End.  McCuIlin  hunts  them 
down  with  an  almost  reveren- 
tial fervour  and  builds,  over  a 
number  of  weeks,  a relationship 
of  friendship  and  trust.  Only 
then  will  he  allow  himself  to  use 
a camera. 

Tbe  success  of  portrait 
photography  demands  a willing- 
ness to  participate  on  the  part  of 
the  subject.  If  this  is  withheld 
we  are  left  with  mere  likenesses, 
though  even  they  have  their 
place  as  historical  documents.

Americans  often  enjoy  telling  us 
that  their  New  England  re- 
sembles the  Old  Country, 
though  any  patriotic  English- 
man will  feel  alienated  by  the 
giant  scale  of  the  Yankee 
industrial  seaboard,  choked  as  it 
is  with  prestige  skyscrapers, 
tarpaper  tenements,  and  a 
supersmog  fuelled  by  one-dol- 
lar-a-gallon  petrol.  But  - Cape 
Cod,  with  its  ponds,  islands  and 
sand-shoals  spreading  SO  miles 
or  so  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean, 
offers  a very  good  escape  hatch. 

From  Boston's  Logan  Airport 
the  Bonanza  Bus  runs  the 
highway  gauntlet  of  Fast-food 
eateries  and  crazed  Massachu- 
setts drivers,  crossing  the  Cape 
Cod  Canal,  and  reaching  Woods 
Hole  ferry  dock  in  under  two 
hours  for  $14.  Near  the  dock 
and  bus  terminal  arc  sand- 
wiches and  cheap  . seafood 
lunches,  and  a coffee  machine 
in  the  Food  Buoy  grocery.  The 
ferry  hooter  will  make  you 
jump  out  of  your  skin;  bygone 
whaling  and  guano  industries

once  discouraged  recreational 
visitors  from  this  armpit  of  the 
Cape,  and  Woods  Hole  remains 
(though  now  respectably  neat) 
an  unpretentious  working  town. 

By  the  bridge,  wildfowl  cadge 
scraps  around  the  tightly-pen- 
ned yachts.  The  Marine  Biologi- 
cal Laboratory  and  the  Oceano- 
graphic Institute  overtook 
Grand  Harbor  and  monitor  the 
life  and  times  of  these  waters. 
The  National  Marine  Fisheries 
Service  Aquarium,  no  dolphin 
circus,  has  on  display  tanks 
containing  touchable  species  so 
amazingly  ugly  that  only  small 
children  dare  handle  them. 

There  are  good  restaurants  in 
Woods  Hole  where  you  can  get 
to  know  the  Cape's  edible  sea 
creatures,  such  as  broiled  or 
creamed  scallops,  cherrystone 
clams  on  the  shell  with  lemon 
slices,  quahaug  clams  in  chow- 
der. milky  in  New  England 
style.  (Bui  how  can  Americans 
bear  to  swallow  the  disgusting 
butter-doused  steamer  clam?) 

Because  of  polluted  spawning 
grounds,  the  delicious  sea-bass, 
bluefish,  and  swordfish  are 
gelling  scarce  and  expensive, 
and  even  the  lobster  catch  has 
dropped  60  per  cent  in  the  last 
year.  American  bread  is  largely 
inedible,  if  you  like  bread  that 
fights  back:  apples  are  mushy, 
steak  tenderized  to  a standstill 
cakes  oversweet  nothings.  But 
you  will  find  that  a whole 
broiled  lobster,  with  young 
sweet  corn  an  ihe  side,  will 
more  than  compensate  for  such 
drawbacks. 

Woods  Hole  channel  is  big. 
busy  and  dangerous,  and  its 
tides  rol]ereoa5t  in  and  out  of 
Vineyard  Sound  at  a brisk  five 
knots.  On  its  south-west  side, 
privately  owned  by  binds, 
dragonflies,  deer,  bayberry 
bushes  and  the  Forbes  family, 
stretches  the  green  chain  of  the 
Elizabeth  Islands.  The  last  of 
these,  steep  little  Cutiyhunk,  is 
approached  by  yacht  or  fishing 
boat,  or  (from  New  Bedford, 
Mass.)  by  a seaplane  that  lands 
nonchalantly  among  the 
Canada  geese  on  Cutiyhunk 
Pond. 

Crowned  by  a modern  wind- 
mill. this  island  has  many  paths 
and  almost  no  care.  It  is  a 
stopover  for  migrating  birds, 
and  relatively  unpolluted.  The 
bakery  serves  coffee  with  the 
brownies  and  blueberry  muf- 
fins; on  your-  way  there  Mon-

arch  butterflies  loiter  among  the 
dusty-miller.  No  alcohol  is  sold, 
and  the  public  telephones  only 
work  sometimes.  The  un- 
smoggrd  night  sky  is  densely 
blaclcand  starry. 

Four  miles  to  the  east,  the 
Englishman  Bartholomew 
Gosnold  named  a large  triangu- 
lar island  after  his  daughter.

Halfway  along  is  the 
abandoned  Marconi  transmit- 
ting station.  At  Wellfleet  a 
gen  nine  gold-laden  pirate  ship  is 
being  salvaged;  the  misguided 
vacationers  fumbling  in  the 
mud,  however,  are  looking  for 


those  steamer  clams.  In  the 
Pamec  River  - shallows,  people 
are  hunting  tiddlers  for  bluefish 
bait,  and  above  Comhill  Beach, 
haunted  by  the  smell  of  suntan 
lotion,  Edward  Hopper's  house 
stares  out  over  the  Hopper 
Landscape.  Farther  south  a 
Hopper  lighthouse  guards  Chat- 
ham's harbour  entrance.

When  the  lure  of  the  sea  begins 
{?  pall,  and  the  face  of  too  many 
European  sunspots  seems  bra- 
zen and  brash,  the  discreet, 
often  indolent  charm  of  lakes 
can  be  very  appealing.  While 
motorized  hordes  take  over 
some  of  the  prettiest  places  in 
north  Italy,  the  shores  of  Lake 
Geneva  - Swiss  and  French  - 
are  usually  spared.  Late  spring 
and  early  summer  are  delight- 
ful, and  autumn  can  be  superb, 
especially  if  you  time  a visit  to 
coincide  with  the  vintage.  From 
late  September  to  mid-October 
this  goes  on  steadily,  and  some 
Swiss  villages  have  special 
festivals  in  celebration. 

Whether  you  seek  urban  and 
■artistic  pleasures,  rustic  sim- 
plicity, or  sybaritic  grandeur, 
you  can  find  it  all  around  this 
lake.  Hard  currency  though  the 
Swiss  franc  remains,  you  will 
find  most  hotel  prices  no 
higher,  and  in  some  cases  lower, 
then  we  pay  for  the  same 
category  in  Britain. 

For  a first  base.  1 would 
choose  Lausanne,  where  you  do 
not  need  a car  because  of  the 
excellence  of  public  transport  - 
trains,  buses  and  the  beautiful 
lake  steamers.  If  you  stay  for  a 
week  or  more,  and  want  to  do  a 
lot  of  exploring  in  Switzerland, 
the  Swiss  holiday  season  tickets 
can  be  a good  buy.  Only  a few' 
tour  operators  here  offer  pack- 
ages, but  you  can  easily  “tailor" 
your  own.  buying  a charier 
flight  to  Geneva,  and  getting 
inclusive  rates  from  hotels. 

If  waterfront  life  helps  you 
unwind,  stay  at  Ouchy.  Lau- 
sanne's preily  port,  only  five 
minutes  from  the  city  centre  by 
the  fast  Metro  train,  which  has 
replaced  the  more  picturesque 
funicular.  At  the  venerable 


Hotel  . d’Angleterre,  they  are 
proud  that  Byron  was  once  a 
resident;  he  wrote  The  Prisoner 
of  Chiffon  at  Chichy.  Views 
across  the  lake  to  the -'Savoie 
Alps  are  spectacular,  and  at 
their  verandah  restaurant  you 
can  uy  the  delectable  fillet  of 
perch  from  the  lake. 

Uphill  is  the  Cite  (the  old 
town),  and  you  need  time:  and 
comfortable  shoes,  to  explore 
the  many  fine  17th  and  18th- 
century  streets,  pretty  squares,  ■

Having  the  university,  the 
famous  hotel  school,  and  a long 
musical  and  artistic  tradition 
certainly  helps  and  Lausanne 
never  forgets  its  bonds  with  the 
neighbouring  countryside.

at  a time.  The  Societe  des  Eaux 
owns  the  thriving  Casino  Royal 
on  the  waterfront,  as  well  as  the 
imposing  Royal  Hotel  and  Club 
in  a park  above  the  town.

“hope  for  or  consume  bread, 
wine,  alcohol,  salt,  cheeses, 
sweet  or  sparkling  drinks".

America's  Hottest  Skypusu  Of  The 
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Great  wine  and  great  food  were 
made  for  each  other.  Sounds  the 
perfect  gastronomic  marriage 
doesn’t  it?  Except  that  every 
latter-day  gourmet  from  Andre 
Simon  onwards  has  been  trying 
to  ascertain  exactly  which  great 
wine  for  which  grand  dish. 

_Modern  gastronomes,  in  an 
effort  to  exorcize  the  stringent 
wine  and  food  rules  of  the  past, 
have  opted  for  the  “It  doesn't 
matter  what  you  drink  with 
viihat  so  long  as  you  enjoy  it" 
ajjproach.  whether  it  be  claret 
with  fish  and  chips  or  sautemes 
with  boeuf  bourguignon.  Un- 
fortunately impromptu  wine 
and  food  partnerships  such  as 
these  rarely  produce  a trulv 
harmonious  mouthful. 

I am  all  for  a more  relaxed 
approach  to  this  thorny  subject, 
but  after  a decade  or  so  of  trying 
to  match  bottle  to  dish  I have 
had  to  adopt  some  accepted 
ground-rules.  The  most  impor- 
tant is  that  the  old  adage  of  “red 
wine  with  meat  and  white  wine 
with  fish"  is  pure  humbug. 

There  are  lots  of  full-bodied 
white  wines  such  as  the  big. 
buttery  New  World  Chardon- 
nays  that  can  easily  cope  with 
red  meat.  Similarly  there  are 
numerous  red  wines  that  go 
with  fish.  Perhaps  the  most 
famous  red  wine  fish  dish  is 
lamproie  a la  Bordelaise  which 
even  the  Bordeaux  wine  trade 
wash  down  with  good  bottles  of 
young  claret. 

In  Spain  I have  seen  generous 
helpings  of  paella  served  ap- 
provingly with  liberal  quantities 
of  red  rioja  and  the  Burgun- 
dians are  particularly  partial  to 
sole  bourguigonne  accompanied 
by  a glass  or  two  of  fine  red 
burgundy. 

Another  imporlarir  principle 
and  This  time  one  lhaL  ts  worth 
following  is  “white  before  red, 
young  before  old  and  dry  before 
sweet".  No  mystery  about  this 
ground-rule,  just  old-fashioned 
com monsense  for  w-hite  wines 
generally  make  better  aperitifs 
and  first  course  wines  than  red 
and  as  most  are  more  delicate 
and  less  robust  it  makes  sense  to 
drink  them  first. 

Lively  youthful  wines  always 
taste  better  before  softer,  more 
mature  wines:  reverse  the  order 
and  the  young  wine  will  taste 
gawky  and  aggressive  by  com- 
parison. Dry  before  sweet  is  a 
sensible  idea,  for  sweet  wines 
lend  to  destroy  the  appetite  and. 
more  injurious  still,  coat  and 


numb  the  palate  so  that  it  is 
difficult  to  taste  what  follows. 

I have  to  confess  that  the  next 
stage  of  precisely  matching  this 
dish  with  that  wine  is  a good 
deal  more  difficult.  So  far  my 
explorations  have  come  up  with 
several  magic  and  original 
combinations  such  as  Moscatel 
de  Seiubal  with  Christmas 
pudding,  but  I know  it  will  be  a 
lifetime’s  experimentation  be- 
fore I get  it  all  mapped  out. 

In  the  meantime  I have  put 
together  a food  blacklist  that 
will  either  kill  the  accompany- 
ing wine  altogether  or  be  almost 
impossible  to  find  a partner  for. 
Horseradish  sauce  is  my  princi- 
pal bite  norre,  but  vinegary 
mint  sauce  is  almost  as  fiendish 


(despite  its  appearance  at  many 
smart. trade  luncheons).  Other 
pet  hates  of  mine  are  gherkins, 
pickled  anions,  strong  English 
mustard,  grapefruit,  chocolate, 
malt  vinegar  (wine  vinegar  is 
almost  as  bad)  and  most  oily 
smoked  fish. 

A useful  and  very  curious  tip 
for  which  no  one  has  a decent 
explanation  is  to  choose  the 
wines  and  foods  of  a particular 
region.  Thus  Muscadet  is  the 
perfect  match  with  oysters  and 
other  Atlantic  seafood,  red 
burgundy  is  bliss  with  coq  au 
vin.  chianti  is  delicious  with 
pasta  and  vinho  verde  is  supeil* 
with  fresh  Portuguese  sardines.

Both  are  relative  newcomers 
to  Bath,  having  lived  there  Jess 
than  three  years,  and  their  view 
of  their  adopted  city  is  idiosyn- 
cratic. uncoloured  by  advertis- 
ing, and  often  critical,  which  is 
unusual  m a city  guide. 

This  is  an  excellent  principle. 
Tne  sort  of  guide  that  gives 
glowing  reports  only  to  the 
advertisers  is  no  guide  at  an. 
But  over-criticism,  particularly 
t . based  on  a single  experience, 
li  oan  be  as  dangerous  as  over- 
praise in  a publication  that 
takes  more  than  18  months  to 
research  and  produce. 

During  that  time,  bad  caffs 
can  fire  their  bossy  staff  and 
good  restaurants  can  lose  their 
chefs.  Also,  unless  your  palate 
happens  to  coincide  with  that  of 
the  authors,  who  claim  no 
special  gastronomic  qualifi- 
cations. you  may  be  disap- 
pointed. 

The  shopping  section  in  the 
guide  is  well  organized  under 
alphabetical  headings,  from 
antiques  to  wine  merchants:  but 
I should  have  liked  a little  more 
detail  of  the  specialities  - and 
giving  an  award  to  a tiny 
q.  wholefood  bakery  as  the  best 
■ small  shop  is  like  giving  the 
Booker  Prize  to  Enid  Biyton. 

Even  so.  this  is  still  the  most 
comprehensive  guide  to  Bath  1 
have  seen  and  it  includes  a 
section  on  day-trips  from  Bath,

There  are 
soft,  hand-sewn  driving  gloves 
with  leather  palms  and  baby 
lamb  backs  at  £21,  and  many 
styles  have  hand  finished  cuffs 
so  they  can  be  undone  and  the 
silk  lining  replaced 
Next  door,  at  number  four,  is 
the  famous  Sally  Lann’s, 
bought  last  autumn  by  Michael 
Overton,  a third  generation* 
baker,  and  his  wife  Angela. 

They  have  already  made,  a 
contribution  to  Bath's  history. 
When  they  arrived,  the  .cellar 
under  the  road  was  half  way  to 
being  a wine  bar,  which  they

Her  colours  and  textures  are 
superb  - wool  silk,  cotton  and 
linen,  often  with  a strand  of 
rayon  to  give  a sheen.

If  you  are 
looking  for  a particular  colour 
to  match  an  outfit,  Wendy  Keen 
who  runs  the  shop  will  make  up 
complementary  tegs  and  belts.

A short  walk  down  Upper 
Borough-  Walls  will-  bring  you-to 
the  Cotswold  Perfumery  at 
number  2 where,  apart  from 
trying  the  original  perfumes  in 
the  tester  flasks,  you  can  choose 
bold  but  inexpensive  costume 
jewellery  designed  by  Heather 
Menzics.  the  owner. 

She  likes  to  work  with  bone 
and  glass  and  also  achieves 
interesting  effects  in  plastic  - 
the  necklace  shown  looks  like 
pink  ceramic  and  pewtet;  but  in 
fact  is  all  plastic  (£26.50). 

If  you  are  in  Bath  on  a 
Wednesday  morning  put  on 
your  walking  shoes  and  go  to 
the  Guinea  Lane  antique  market 
where  all  the  dealers  go  - four 
floors  of  stalls  full  of  small 
treasures  - particularly  jewel- 
lery and  china.

Bnt  in  general  the  city 
fathers  have  taken  care  t* 
preserve  and  enhance  the  best  of 
Bath.

House,  a conference  centre 
being  built  behind  the  famous 
Royal  Crescent  HoteL  part  of 
John  Wood  the  Younger's 
marvellous  spur. 

A counterpart  conveyance 
lodged  by  its  creator  with  Wood 
Nash  & Co  of  Gray's  Inn, 
London,  dated  May  21,  1771, 
gives  Samuel  Stephens  the  right 
to  build  to  a height  of  only  24ft, 
while  die  new  buflding  by  local 
architect  William  Bertram  rises 
to  32ft.  The  Bath  Society  and 
other  residents  in  6k  Crescent 
have  been  quick  to  point  out  the 
anomaly,  although  it  did  not 
seem  to  be  of  concern  when 
planning  permission  was 
granted.  A few  years  ago  the 
issue  was  whether  the  front 
doors  of  the  houses  needed  to  be 
of  uniform  white,  as  if  some 
variety  might  prove  too  riotous 


behaviour  and  thus  upset  the 
grand  majesty  of  Wood's  power- 
ful design.  Far  from  it. 

New  housing  by  another  local 
practice,  FeDden  Clegg  Design, 
at  nearby  Hedgemead  Park,  fits 
happily  in  its  context,  demon- 
strating that  for  all  the  richness 
of  its  urban  design  set-pieces  the 
dty  can  accommodate  sensiti- 
vely designed  additions  within 
the  uniformity  of  its  local 
limestone. 

This  month  Lord  Spencer, 
father  of  the  Princess  of  Wales, 
reopened  the  fountain  in  the 
Pomp  Room,  where  visitors  can 
once  again  taste  the  unpalatable 
waters  (at  25p  a glass)  for  the 
first  time  in  seven  years. 
Archaeological  digs  are  continu- 
ing beneath  the  dty,  the  centre 
of  the  extraordinary  feat  of 
Roman  hydra  nlic  engineering. 


Another  recent  discovery  has 
been  the  plan  of  a Georgian 
garden  at  No  4 The  Circus  by 
the  Bath  Archaeological  Trust. 
Most  gardens  were,  of  course, 
“Victoria nized".  but  here  the 
top-soil  has  been  cleared  away 
to  reteal  its  secret  layout  which 
hopefully  will  be  replanted  as  it 
used  to  be  and  then  opened  to 
the  public. 

Restoration  of  Wood  the 
Younger's  Assembly  Rooms, 
which  suffered  from  wartime 
bombing,  and  the  Theatre 
RoyaL  built  in  1805,  have  been 
carried  out  with  conviction  and 
faithfulness  to  their  original 
designs.  In  the  case  of  the 
theatre,  reopened  in  1982.  the 
interior  is  now  closer  to  its 
original  Georgian  splendour 
following  an  earlier  restoration 
in  1862

Bath  Abbey  still  beeps  a 
censorious  eye  out  over  the  dty. 
Although  there  was  an  abbey 
here  in  Saxon  times  its  stout 
form  was  virtually  rebuilt  by 
Bishop  Montagu  in  Che  17th 
cental^,  and  then  the  Victorians 
added  pinnacles  and  flying 
buttresses.  The  elaborate 
memorial  tablets  set  into  its 
walls  and  beautiful  stone  fan- 
vaulting  to  the  nave  give  a quite 
different  impression  to  the 
exterior,  except  for  the  unusual 
carvings  of  angcLs  ascending 
ladders  on  either  side  of  the  fine 
carved  doors  in  the  west  front, 
facing  Abbey  Church  Yard  and 
the  Pump  Room  entrance. 

Here,  and  in  the  streets 
immediately  surrounding  it,  is 
the  heart  of  Bath,  where 
residents  and  visitors  can 
mingle  to  the  sound  of  buskers, 
untrammelled  by  the  motor  car. 
For  the  city  is,  above  all  else,  a 
very  civilizing  place  to  be,  in 
scale,  in  the  noble  grandeur  of 
its  architecture  and  in  the 
feeling  of  wellbeing  which 
pervades  its  streets  and  alley- 
ways.

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IN  THE  GARDEN 


English  skies,  Italian  temples 


Perhaps  the  best  known  gardening 
metaphor  of  all  is  that  penned  by  Horace, 
wajpole  in  1770.  In  his  Essav  on  Modem 
Gardening  he  wrote  of  William  Kent;  “He‘ 
leaped  the  fence,  and  saw  that  all  nature 
was  a garden".' 

£»«,  Kent  was  more  likely  to  have

stepped  across  the  ha  ha  rather  than  over 
the  feno 


ice.  However,  the  meaning  is  dear 
enough.  Kent  went  beyond  the  boundaries 
of  his  clients'  estates  to  embrace  the 
countryside  and  in  the  process  to  create 
the  illusion  that  here  on  earth  was  the 
Elysium  of  the  ancients. 

By  the  age  of  48.  William  Kent  had 
spent  eight  years  in  Italy  studying  painting 
without-  making  much  of  a mark  as  a 
painter.  But  he  had  absorbed  the  essential 
elements  of  the  Italian  landscape  as 
portrayed  by  artists  such  as  Gaude  and 
Poussin.  These  were  ruins- and  temples 
and  idyllic  scenes  acted  out  beneath  light 
saturated  skies. 

It  .was  a romanticized  version  of  the 
andent  world  but  one -Irked  well  enough 
by  the  travelling  Englishman  whose 
education  was  not  really  finished  until  he 
had  done  the  Grand  Tour,  ft  was  a gospel 
that  was  also  being  preached  at  home  by 
the  likes  of  Pope  and  Addison. 

■ In  .1710  Burlington.- the  great  patron  of 
his  day  and  crcaior  of  the  garden  around 
Chiswick  House  in  London,  brought  Kent 
back  from  Rome  and  assured  the  latter's 
success. 

Kcm's  Italianate  landscapes’  created 
beneath  English  skies  were  conceived  in 
painterly  terms.  A garden  in  his  hands 
became  infinite:  thus,  metaphorically,  the 
fences  were  pulled  down  and  the  very 
elements  of  the  English  countryside 
themselves  - fields,  animals,  hills  - 
became  pan  of  ihc  overall  design. 

It  was  a confident  and  bold  step  which 
reached  beyond  the  designs  of  men  such  as 


to  Rousham  in  Oxfordshire

Bridgeman  who.  egged  on  by  the  poets  and 
writers,  extended  into  the  landscape  but 
did  so  with  caution  and  were  never  fully 
able  to  throw  off  the  grand  framework  of 
trees  and  rides. 

Almost  overnight  Kent  seemed  to  brush 
all  this  aside  and  substituted  in  its  place 
scenes  culled  from  his  Italian  experiences. 
Ii  was  an  audacious  elitism,  a totally 
artificial  concoction  of  temples  and 
statues,  a subtle  game  for  the  educated 
gentleman  who  could  appreciate  the 
allusions  to  classical  antiquity  in  the 
distribution  of  temples  and  groves. 

It  was  a philosophy  that  simultaneously 
overwhelmed  and  transported.  Restraint 
was  thrown  to  the  wind  and  the  striving 
toward  such  classical  perfection  echoed 
the  Whig  policies  of  the  day. 


Kent's  greatest  expression  was  achieved 
cfordshii 


at  Rousham  in  Oxfordshire  which  today, 
although  grown  romantic  and  overblown, 
remains  much  as  it  was  when  he 
remodelled  the  original  Bridgeman  design 
in  1738  for  Sir  James  Dormer.  ■ 

Rousham  is  an  inspired  combination  of 
terraces,  fountains,  statues  and  ponds 
fashioned  from  a north  facing  slope 
bounded  by  the  river  Cfierwell,  -an 
essential  ingredient  in  the  design. 


Further  down  at  the  edge  or  the  woods 
is  a small  temple  and  a grassy  slope  which 
drops  to  the  Cherwell  and  the  medieval 
Heyford  Bridge,  a brilliant  example  of  an 
existing  feature  being  incorporated  into 
the  overall  design. 

Only  during  one’s  journey  back  to  the 
house,  alongside  the  river,  is  the 
magnificence  of  Kent's  seven-arched 
portico,  the  Praenaste.  revealed  as  it  sits 
above  a bent  knuckle  of  the  river. 

Viewed  from  the  Praenaste,  the 
countryside  is  as  English  as  one  can 
imagine.  Unimpeded  by  fence  or  bound- 
ary. one's  eye  roams  free. 

Bui  this  freedom  itself  was  not  enough 
for  Kent.  He  had  to  create  the  illusion  that 
the  scene  was  all  pan  of  the  gentleman’s 
domain.  This  he  did  by  building  on'  a 
distant  hill  a sham  ruin  known  as  the  Eye 
Catcher.  It  was  a trick  suggested  30  years 
earlier  by  Vanbrugh  when  he  was  building 
Blenheim  and  one  that  was  to  be  so 
brilliantly  exploited  in  1768  at  Studley 
Royal  in  Yorkshire.  Here  the  fantastic 
ruins  of  Fountains  Abbey  were  swallowed 
by  Aislabie’s  expanding  garden  to  become 
a romantic  ornament.

Clematis  in  flower  are  eye- 
catching and  most  of  the  plants 
in  this  large  family  are  easily 
cultivated.  They  vary  greatly  in 
flower  form,  and  the  foliage 
comes  in  a wide  range  of  shapes. 
Most,  hot  not  all,  of  the  plants 
are  climbers  and  will  grow  np 
walls,  trellises  or  small  trees. 


Some  varieties  from  hot 
climates  need  to  be  grown  under 
glass,  hot  careful  preparation 
and  the  choice  of  a suitable  site 
in  the  garden  should  ensure 
success.  In  the  wild,  the 
clematis  grows  npwards  to  find 
the  light  with  the  roots  pro- 
tected from  the  heat  of  the  sun. 
They  also  demand  a moist  root 
run  so  (he  soil  and  site  must 
retain  moisture.

Clematis  do  not  respond  well 
to  root  disturbance  and  should 
only  be  bought  in  containers. 
Look  carefinlly  at  the  plants  and 
make  sure  they  have  not 
recently  been  re-potted.  Plant- 
ing takes  place  from  mid-April 


to  late  May,  or  in  pots  at  any 
time,  bat  these  require  more 
daw  to  be  spent  on  them 
directly  after  planting  to  ensure 
they  do  not  suffer  from  the 
move. 

Once  the  position  has  been 


decided,  prepare  for  planting  by 
digging  a hole  18in  deep  and 
about  18in  across.  Unless  the 
soil  is  in  good  heart,  replace  it 
with  good  quality  top  soil  and 
fork  over  the  bottom  of  the  hole 
to  ensure  free  drainage,  and  that 


the  roots  have  easy  access 
downwards.  Add  a 4in  layer  of 
good,  well-rotted  farmyard 
manure  to  the  bottom  of  the 
hole,  mixing  it  with  the  existing 
soiL  On  the  upper  layers,  mix  in 
peat  or  leaf  mould,  so  that  the 


plants  have  a good  rnedinm  into 
which  they  will  root 
. The  top  of  the  original 
container  should  be  about  2in 
below  the  existing  level  of  the 
soiL  Knock  the  plant  out  of  Its 
pot  and  inspect  the  roots;  if  the 
fibrous  roots  have  curled  round 
the  bottom  o'f  the  ball,  gently 
loosen  them.  Make  sure  the  root 
ball  is  weU-motstened.  Firm  in 
well,  using  the  heel  of  the  boot  if 
necessary. 

As  new  growth  appears  make 
sure  the  stems  are  trained  on  to 
the  supports  as  they  are  easily 
damaged  by  strong  winds.  It. is 
important  to  keep  the  plants 
well  supplied  with  water.  Estab- 
lished plants  will  need  feeding; 
mulch  with  well-rotted  farmyard 
manure  as  soon  as  growth  is 
seen,  or  if  farmyard  manure  is 
not  .available  . use  well-rotted 
compost,  fortified  by  a good 
general  fertilizer.

Great  acts  missing 
from  the  circus 


When  FIDE,  the  International 
Chess  Federation,  changed  the 
rules  for  the  cumbersome  senes 
of  World  Championship  quali- 
fying events,  they  could  hardly 
have  foreseen  the  current  state 
of  near  confusion.  With  the 
admirable  . motive  of  bringing 
the  championship  circus  more 
frequently  to  town,  ii  was 
derided  that  the  champion  must 
.defend  his  title  every  two  years, 
instead  of  the  triennial  eyrie 
•which  had  operated  successfully 
between  1948  and  1984. 

Even  before  Karpov  and 
Kasparov  hod  begun  their 
inconclusive  fight  last  year  in 
Moscow,  the  eliminating  con- 
tests were  under  way  on  the 
laborious  -process  to  determine 
the  1986  challenger.  The  cham- 
pionship matches  certainly  have 
an  enormous  effect,  for  good  or 
ill.  on  the  image  and  popularity 
of  tire  game;  but  one  side-effect 
of  the  new  system  has  been, 
effectively,  to  send  the  two 
greatest  players  into  an  extieof 
match  play,  out  of  the  main- 
stream of  tournament  play. 

The  months  of  intense 
preparation  needed  for  such  a 
match,  the  time  of  the  match 
itself  and  the  - necessary 
recuperation  period  leave  little 
time  and  still  less  energy  for 
run-of-the-mill  grandmaster 
tournaments. 

As  the  two  Ks  continue  their 
plans  for  the  September  re- 
match. the  eliminating  contests 
to  find  an  opponent  for  the 
winner  have  now  reached  the 
interzonal  stage.  Three  tourna- 
ments in  Tunisia,  Mexico  and 
Switzerland  will  each  produce 
four  qualifiers  for  the  candi- 
dates’ event  to  be  held  in  France 
in  October.  There  they  join 
battle  with  Smyslov,  Ribli,' 
Korchnoi  and  Spassky, 
exempted  until  that  stage.  The 
top  three  at  the  end  of  the 
Candidates'  Tournament  sur- 
vive to  be  joined  by  the  loser  of 
Karpov- Kasparov  in  the  final 
eliminating  matches  to  find  the 
1986  challenger. 

The  Tunisian  interzonal  has 
just  finished  with  Yusupov 
(USSR),  Belyavsky  (USSR)  and 
Portisch  (Hungary)  taking  the 
•first  three  places.  The  final 
candidate's  qualifying  place 
remains  to  be  decided  by  a play- 
off between  Chemin  and  Gavri- 
kov  (both  USSR). 

Sadly,  the  British  representa- 
tive, Anthony  Miles,  is  out  of 
contention,  having  never  re-, 
covered  from  a bad  start  to  the' 
tournament.  Since  family  illness 
has  forced . John  Nunn  to 
withdraw  from  the  interzonal  in 
Mexico,  beginning  on  June  10. 
the  hopes  of  a British  candidate 


rest  in  Jonathan  Specimen  and 
Nigel  Short.  . ^ . .

It  is.  of  course,  a matter  of 
taste.  Mv  taste  happens  not  to 
be  for  the  magnificently  slow 
spreading  Wagner  of  Karajan’s 
recording,  which  is  most  likely 
to  appeal  to  those  who  want  to 
hear  the  Ring  as  a monumental, 
self-consistent  epic.  A key 
question  here  is  how  fast 
tempos  are  treated.  Solti  and 
Janowski  frequently  bring  out  a 
scherzando  character  when  the 
music  speeds  up,  even  if  this 
docs  not  seem  altogether  appro- 
priate (in  the  last  act  of  WalkQre 
for  instance),  whereas  Bdhm 
will  more  often  sound  driven  by 
panic.  Karajan  does  not  really 
have  fast  speeds  at  all.  and 
his  adagios  sometimes  cause 
problems  for  his  singers. 

And  that  raises  the  highly 
complicated  matter  of  casting.  . 
This  is  where  Karajan  is  not  so 
consistent.

Is  there  an  endless  market  for  new 
recordings  of  the  standard  repertory?

FILMS  ON  TV 

“Bogarde  is  like  a dead  phea- 
sant which'  you  hang  from  the 
neck,  and  when  the  head  fells 
the  body  is  ripe.  Bogarde  is 
exactly  ripe  for  this  role.”  This 
was  director  Luchino  Visconti's 
explanation  for  insisting  on 
Dirk  Bogarde  for  the  central 
role  hi  Death  in  Venice  (BBC2, 
Monday,  9.25-1 1.30pm).  His 
insistence  paid  off.  Bogarde 
gave  the  performance  of  his 
career,  finally  confirming  his 
stature  as  one  of  the  great  actors 
of  the  post-war  cinema. 

The  film  itself  divided  the 
critics.  Their  opinions  veered 
between  regarding  it  as  a 
masterpiece  and  dismissing  it  as 
tedious,  pretentious  and  point- 
less. They  agreed  only  in 
praising  its  beauty. 

Visconti,  in  common  with 
many  with  many  other  directors 
(Joseph  Losey.  Franco  Zeffirelli 
and  John  Huston  among  them) 
had  long  cherished  making  a 
film  of  Mann's  elegaic  short 
story,  the  simple  plot  of  which 
masks  a myriad  of  complex 
themes  and  currents.  Aschen- 
bach.  a German  writer,  comes 
to  Venice  for  a rest,  becomes 
obsessed  with  a beautiful  Polish 
boy,  and  dies  during  a cholera 
epidemic. 

This  was  too  much  for 
Warner  Brothers,  who  saw  the 
film  as  being  about  a dirty  okl 


man  with  a lust  for  under-age 
boys.  In  the  interests  of 
decency,  could  Visconti  not 
change  the  boy  into  a girl?  The 
hero  would  still  be  a lecher,  but 
at  least  more'  sexually  accept- 
able. Happily.  Visconti  per- 
suaded the  Hollywood  moguls 
otherwise. 

In  fact  the  sexual  theme  plays 
only  a small  pan.  The  boy 
represents  unattainable  perfec- 
tion. purity  and  innocence,  not 
sex  or  passion.  The  film  is  far 
more  about  artistic  integrity, 
loneliness  and  ageing.  These 
were  themes  with  which  Vis- 
conti. at  the  age  of  65.  was 
finding  himself  increasingly 
preoccupied.  Death  in  I ’enice  is 
his  mast  personal  film,  made  in 
1971.  five  years  before  his 
death. 

It  is  also  an  evocative 
portrait  of  an  age  that,  with  the 
eruption  of  the  First  World 
war.  was  soon  to  vanish. 

In  Mann's  novella.  Aschcn- 
bach  is  a writer.  Visconti  turned 
him  into  a composer,  on  the 
ground  that  Mann's  basis  for 
the  character  was  'Gustav 
Mahler..  This  device  enabled 
Visconti  to  use  the  composer’s 
works  as  accompaniment. 
Mahler's  searing  Fifth  Sym- 
phony swirling  . around 
Bogarde’s  disintegration  and 
death  has  become  one  of  the 
cinema's  most  moving  and 
memorable  harmonies  of  music 
and  vision.

It's  Schvyn 
Frvgput  and  another  20  of  The 
Gaffer  have  made  him  one  of 
the  most  successful  of  the 
iclcv  ision  character  actors, 
while  away  from  the  studios  he 
managed  to  poll  more  than 
1.500  votes,  standing  as  an 
independent  Labour  candidate 
against  Mr  Tony  Bcnn  in  the 
Chesterfield  by-dcction  in 
March  last  year. 

His  non-political  career  has 
ranged  from  huge  sitcom 
success  in  the  late  1950s  to 
ncar-banfcruptcy  and  heavy 
unemployment  in  the  1960s 
before  rc-cmerging  in  television 
hits  of  the  early  1980s  at  sadly, 
just  the  moment  when  his  wife 
) of  more  than  30  years  died  of 
cancer. 

“Now  that  I’ve  got  the  money- 
back,  there's  nobody  to  spend  it 
on",  he  says.  “She  was  the  one 
who  kept  me  going  when  we 
had  lo  sell  the  house  and  the 
cars  and  all  of  that  and  she  was 
the  one  who  urged  me  back  into 
the  theatre.

Entertainer  or  Loot.  That  was 
how  1 learnt  to  act.” 

In  Strippers.  Maynard  plays 
an  agent  who  has  to  do  a stand- 
up  comic  routine  at  the  club 
where  his  girls  work.  “Orig- 
inally there  was  a documentary 
on  Tyne  Tecs  television  about 
housewives  in  the  North-east 
going  strip-leasing  to  make  up 
for  the  money  their  unem- 
ployed husbands  were  no  longer 
getting.  Out  of  that  Peter  Terson 
was  commissioned  to  make  a 
play. 

“I  was  desperate  to  be  the 
■agent,  because  I’d  never  done  a 
Geordic  accent  and  these  days 
you  have  to  diversify.  He’s  a 
kind  of  Bernard  Manning 
without  the  charm,  and  I was  a 
bit.  worried  about  how  we’d  get

Guildford,  but  we  played  lo  9S 
per  cent  capacity  there. 

"Strippers  really  isn’t  for  the 
raincoat  brigade:  it’s  a black, 
biting,  feminist  comedy,  in 
which  the  girls  arc  the  heroes 
and  the  fellows  are  procurers.  1 
don’t  think  any  man  who  sees  it 
could  ever  go  into  a strip  show 
again."

Then  I started  out  at  Butlin’s  as 
a band  singer,  and  in  1952  I 
followed  Arthur ' English  into 
the  Windmill:  five  shows  a day, 
seven  days  a week,  for  £100 
which  was  the  highest  money 
they’d  ever  paid. 

"Then  I got  into  a television 
series  with  Terry  Scott:  I was 
the  punk  of  my  day.  Mothers 
would  write  in  and  complain 
because  I wore  sweaters  with  an 
open-necked  shirt.  Tl  was  as  if 
Td  had  a ring  through  my  nose. 

“By  1957 1 was  getting  £1,000 
a week,  topping  the  last  of  the' 
variety  bills  around  the  country: 
kids  in  private  school  large 
house  in  Hampshire,  the  lot 
Two  vears  later  1 got  caught  for 
a lot  of  back  tax  andeverything 
had  to  go;  my  wife  ended  up  as 
an  optician’s  receptionist  back 
in  the  Midlands.

The  House  signals  US 
budget  compromise 


The  US  House  of  Representatives  has  sent 

ZLSSr"*  to  finandai 

markets.  Congress  is,  finally,  serious  about 
reducing  the  federal  budget  deficit 

Although  the  reduction  plan  passed  bv 
file  House  differs  significantly  from  the 
senate  version  m its  spending  priorities,  it 
adds  up  to  much  the  same  figure;  a total 
reduction  of  about  S56  billion.  This  has 
cheered  institutional  investors,  who  are 
now  confident  that  a compromise  can  be 
worked  out  Some  money  will  no  doubt  be 
lost  in  the  give-and-take  between  the  two 
"WR®*  Congress,  but  the  thinking  on 
Wail  Street  is  that  something  over  $45 
wlM  1x5  shaved  off  the  deficit  for  the 
1986  fiscal  year,  beginning  October  this 
year. 

The  check  in  American  growth  during 
the  first  quarter  of  this  year 
concentrated  Congressional  minds;  con- 
firming, as  it  does,  the  Wall  Street 
vwnings  that  the  combination  of  heavy 
deficits  on  federal  accounts  and  overseas 
trade  would  eventually  play  havoc  with 
the  economy.  It  was  under  pressure  from 
the  financial  markets  that  the  Adminis- 
tration and  Congress  finally  worked  in 
earnest  to  reduce  federal  spending. 

Wall  Street  has  responded  in  kind. 
Following  the  House  vote,  bond  prices 
have  moved  up  as  credit  markets  showed 
across-the-board  gains.  At  the  same  time, 
financial  markets  were  heartened  by  the 
news  that  the  Reagan  Adminsitnttion  had 
revised  its  tax  reform  programme.  This  is 
to  be  unveiled  with  great  fanfere  next 
Tuesday,  .with  adjustments  designed  to 
make  it  more  favourable  to  businesses: 
Progress  towards  deficit  reductions  should 
at  last  give  the  Federal  Reserve  Board 
some  leeway.  A though  few  analysts  expect 
the  Fed  to  ease  monetary  conditions  m the 
short  term,  the  majority  now  expect  some 
loosening  later  in  the  year,  if  the  economy 
does  not  bounce  back  strongly  in  the 
second  quarter.  Economic  conditions  now 
provide  the  key  to  the  Fed's  actions. 

Meanwhile,  the  focus  is  on  tax  reform. 
The  US  Treasury  regards  this  as  the 
centrepiece  of  President  Reagan's  second 
term,  but  it  is  by  no  means  certain  of 
passage  through  Congress.  Treasury 
officials  say  that  many  of  the  proposals 
most  offensive  to  business  have  been 
removed,  but  there  are  still  enough  to 
generate  a storm  of  special  interest 
lobbying. 

Questions  in  search 
of  answers  at  JMB 

The  pall  of  official  secrecy  surrounding  the 
Johns  on  Matthey  Bankers  affair  since  the 
Bank  of  England  bail-out.  nearly  eight 
months  ago.  has  only  served  to  fuel 
speculation  that  seamy  details  have  yet  to

1 The  onus  is  squarely  on  the  authorities 
to  allay  public  disquiet,  especially  since 
the  Bank  of  England  stands  to  lose  £32.5 
million  on  JMB's  bad  debits  and  bas 
pumped  a further  £100  million  into  JMB 
in  the  form  of  fresh  capital  which  is  hopes 
recover. 

Within  the  next  few  weeks  two 
important  reports  relating  to  JMB  are  due. 
The  committee  reviewing  banking  super- 
vision in  the  light  of  ihe  catastrophe  has 
all  but  completed  its  work  and  its 
recommendations  are  expected  to  go  to 
Nigel  Lawson,  the  Chancellor,  next  week. 

A fortnight  or  so  later  the  Chancellor  will 
report  to  Parliament  on  the  results  of  the 
! review  and  on  changes  needed  to  the  law. 
There  are  also  strong  indications  that  the 
report  of  the  review  committee,  chaired  by 
Robin  Leigh-Pemberton,  governor  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  will  be  published. 

At  the  same  time  or  soon  after,  the 
Bank  of  England's  annual  report  will  be 
published  and  this  will  include  an  account 
of  what  went  wrong  at  JMB  and  the 
subsequent  rescue. 

If  the  Government  and  Bank  are  to 
avoid  allegations  of  a whitewash,  a 
number  of  key  questions  need  to  be 


answered.  There  must  be  a convincing 
explanation  of  what  went  wrong  within 
-the  bank  and  why  the  problems  were  not 
spotted  earlier.  On  the  broader  issues  of 
banking  supervision,  the  Chancellor  must 
be  able  to  satisfy  critics  that  proposed 
changes  to  the  suoervisory  regime  would 
help  to  prevent  a similar  mess  in  the 
future. 

The  Bank  of  England  has  already  said 
that  imprudent  and  injudicious  lending 
and  poor  control  within  JMB  contributed 
to  the  problems.  Speculation  about  fraud 
within  JMB  has  persisted  but  the  official 
line  remains  that  no  evidence  has  come  to 
fight. 

Enough  has  already  filtered  out  about 
JMB’s  near-collapse  to  suggest  that  neither 
the  Bank  of  England^  supervisory  depart- 
ment nor  JMB’s  former  auditors,  Arthur 
Young,  will  emerge  with  glowing  colours. 

It  is  no  secret  that  the  Bank  of  England 
believes  Arthur  Young  should  shoulder 
some  of  the  blame  for  what  happened. 
Arthur  Young  was  not  called  to  give 
evidence  to  the  governor's  committee 
reviewing  hanking  supervision,  on  the 
grounds  that  the  committee  was  dealing 
with  the  general  issues  andi^received 
evidence  from  the  accountancy  bodies. 

Since  the  rescue  of  JMB  there  has  only 
been  one  meeting  between  Arthur  Young 
and  the  Bank  of  England. 

The  reason  for  this  appears  to  be  the 
possibility  of  legal  proceedings  at  some 
stage  against  the  auditors,  which  has 
already  been  widely  rumoured.  Indeed, 
the  private  sector  banks  which  agreed  to 
indemnify  some  of  the  losses  at  JMB  did 
so  only  on  the  understanding  that  due 
consideration  would  be  given  to  legal 
proceedings  against  former  directors  of 
JMB  and  the  auditors. 

Guiding  hand  annoys 
the  golden  boys 

Last  year,  when  a record  $80  billion  (£64 
billion)  of  bonds  were  issued,  was  an 
annus  mirabilis  in  the  Eurobond  market, 
and  on  the  showing  to  date  1 985  looks  just 
as  profitable.  But  amid  the  gold  and  Gucci 
of  this  week's  meeting  of  the  Association 
of  International  Bond  Dealers,  in  the 
somewhat  improbable  surroundings  of 
Helsinki,  could  be  heard  rumblings  of 
discontent. 

Precisely  because  the  market  has  been 
so  lucrative,  bond  dealers  have  suc- 
cumbed, willingly  and  not  so’ willingly,  to 
practices  which  in  the  long  run  benefit 
neither  .themselves  nor  the  market. 
Competition  for  managing  issues,  the 
most  profitable  and  prestigious  end  of  the 
business,  has  been  so  intense  that  lead 
managers  have  been  making  promises  to 
clients  which  are  not  always  easy  to  fulfil. 

Chief  among  these  commitments  is 
price.  By  underpricing  an  issue,  a manager 
hopes  to  vyin  business.  He  then  resorts  to  a 
number  of  devices  to  massage  the  market 
until  the  price  rises  to  a level  at  which  he 
can  unload  his  own  holding  profitably. 

It  was  this  practice  which  last  week 
prompted  the  new  International  Primary 
Market  Association  to  issue  guidelines  to 
members  on  the  timely  provision  of 
prospectuses,  proper  commissions,  and 
stabilization  accounts. 

Such  recriminations  have  pushed  an- 
other interest  in  the  market  to  set  up  the 
Secondary  Market-Makers  Association. 
Neither  it  nor  the  IPMA  intends  to 
supplant  the  A1BD.  but  there  is  an  implied 
challenge  to  the  older  body.  If  the  A1BD  is 
to  recover  its  authority  as  the  main  self- 
regulatory  organization  for  the  Eurobond 
market,  it  must  have  powers  not  just  to 
make  derisions  more  speedily,  but  also  to 
sanction  its  700  members. 

In  the  end  it  is,  or  should  be,  the 
institutional  and  individual  investors  who 
constitute  the  market,  not  the  dealers.  If 
the  dealers  continue  to  advertise  the 
weaknesses  of  self-regulation,  another  and 
less  welcome  authority  may  be  tempted  to 
try  to  do  the  job  for  ihera.

SE  looks  at 
background 
to  bid  for 
Debenhams

The  Stock  Exchange  . is 
examining  the  events  leading  up 
to  the  £500  million  takeover  bid 
by  Burton,  the  menswear  group, 
for  the  Debenhams  stores  chain. 

Mr  Ralph  Halpenu  the 
Burton  chairman,  issued  a 
statement  last  week  indicating 
that  Debenhams  was  not  worth 
its  slock  market  valuation  at 
that  lime.  This  caused  the 
shares  to-fall  sharply. 

Burton,  with  the  backing  of 
Habitat  Mothercare.  subse- 
quently launced  a bid  in  excess 
of  that  valuation.  Its  merchant 
bank  adviser;  S.  G.  Warburg  has 
denied  the  statement  was 
misleading  and  said  that  joining 
forces  with  Sir  Terence  Con- 
ran's Habitat  Mothercare  group 
made  a difference  to  the  price 
the  two  were  prepared  to  pay. 

The  Slock  Exchange  would 
not  confirm  that  it  was  looking 
at  the  affair,  but  last  night  Mr 
Derek  Higgs,  a Warburg  direc- 
tor, said:  "They  have  asked  for 
a reconciliation  between  -the 
statement  and  the  subsequent 
bid  which  is  being  made  to 
them.  Wc  arc  perfectly  satisfied 
that  the  statement  was  made  in 
accordance  with  the  circum- 
stances prevailing  at  that  lime." 

Meanwhile,,  speculation  in- 
creased yesterday  that  Mr 
Robert  Thornton,  the  Deben- 
hams chairman,  was  preparing 
to  announce  terms  of  a rival 
management  buyout,  which 
would  almost  certainly  involve 
the  support  of  American  invest- 
ment banks.  Such  a buyout 
would  almost  certainly  involve 
a subsequent  break-up  of  the 
Debenhams  group,  focusing  on 
such  highly  saleable  assets  as  its 
Welbeck  m-siorc  credit  oper- 
ation. 

Burton's  bid  for  Debenhams 
could  be  seen  in  the  light  of  a 
retailing  and  property-rich 
group  attempting  to  take  over  a 
property  and  financial  services 
company.  Judith  Huntley, 
Commercial  Property  Corre- 
spondent, writes. 

Burton  argues  that  Deben- 
hams’ properties,  last  valued  at 
£260  million,  would  give  it  the 
space  to  trade  profitably  in 
larger  areas  than  it  has  at 
present-  And  Burton  appears  to 
believe  that  it  can  do  better  than 
the  2 per  cent  profit  on  sales 
which  it  ascribes  to  Deben- 
hams. 

On  the  other  hand,  Buton  has 
a large  number  of  short  leases  in 
its  £221  million  portfolio,  about 
£45  million  to  be  precise.  And 
with  retail  rents  booming,  the 
company  admits  that  it  paid  top 
whack  for  its  high  street  stores. 
It  justifies  this  on  the  grounds 
that  it  was  a "good  trading 
formula"  to  do  so  but  agrees 
that,  like  every  other  retailer,  it 
has  to  live  with  rent  reviews. 

The  acquisition  of  more 
freeholds  - Debenhams  has 
£163  million  worth  ot  them  - 
would  give  Burton  useful  added 
protection  against  rising  rent. 
This  is  no  mean  consideration  if 
the  group  is  to  take  larger 
amounts  of  space  for  its  family 
store  idea,  now  called  Gallerias. 
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Beckett  lossmakers

Mr  While  has  welcomed 
Lloyd’s  move  and  will  probably 
serve  on  the  board  of  the  new 
agency.

NHS  property. 

The  NHS  In  line  with 
government  policy,  is  reviewing 
its  land  and.  buildings.

Mr  Pearce,  a highly-re- 
garded figure  in  foe  property 
world,  will  not  only  be  kwldiig 
at  selling  s orpins  land  and 
property,  bat  will  be  contribu- 
ting to  the  strategic  plan  for  the 
NHS.  ' 

A ministerial  inquiry  into  the 
NHS  two  years  ago  said  that 
expertise  from  the  private 
sector  was  needed  to  exploit  the 
potential  of  all  foe  NHS's 
assets. 

Property  is  not  an  inconsid- 
erable part  of  those  assets,  and 
people  seconded  from  other 
organizations  and  private  firms 
of  estate  agents,  including 
WeatheraU  Green  & Smith, 
Jones  .Lang  Wootton  and 
Debenham  Tewson  & Chin- 
nocks,  have  been  employed  to 
do  that. 


The  key  point  for  Wool- 
worth  holders  to  note  after  the 
announcement  of  a £143 
million  cash  call  was  the  share- 
price  performance:  it  hardly 
budged.  Against  a background 
of  slumping  equities,  the  shares 
slipped  2p  to  8 lip  and  then 
immediately  recovered. 

For  reasons  which  owe 
something  to  general  retail 
gossip,  such  stability  is  remark- 
able. Woolworth  has  been 
heavily  tipped  as  the  obvious 
target,  in  some  shape  or  form, 
for  foe  Burton  expansionist 
drive.  The  fact  I ha  Mr  Ralph 
Halperm  has  opted  for  Deben- 
hams instead  might  have 
tempted  some  sude  bulls  to 
shed  their  Wooltes. 

But  additional  factors,  more 
closely  linked  with  Wool- 
worth’s  own  rehabilitation 
programme,  may  explain  the 
good  market  showing.  Has  the 
Woolworth  team  uncovered 
the  alchemical  formula  for  the 
huge  retailing  group? 

Until  yesterday,  the  new 
Woolworth  management  team 
had  adopted  a split  approach  to 
the  group.  Natural  growth 
areas  like  B&Q  and  Comet 
were  exploited  heavily,  while 
the  massive  shop  bank  of  the 
old  chain  was  put  broadly  on 
hold,  but  regularly  revalued,  as 
the  board  experimented  with 
different  retail  formulae. 

Analysts  dubbed  this  the 
‘Harry  Hyams”  gambit,  since 
foe  boom  in  shop  property 
values  guaranteed  an  auto- 
matic increment  to  group 
assets.  But  the  £143  million 
convertible  takes  the  story  a 
stage  further. 

The  issue  is  cheap  - only  an 
8 K’  per  cent  coupon  - and 
should  open  at  a premium  of 
perhaps  £5.  Shareholders  avoid 
dilution  for  a minimum  of 
three  years.  Yet  they  are  bound 
to  be  happy  to  hold  the  loan 
stock,  since  the  current  dis- 
count on  conversion  of  10  per 
cent  is  closer  to  nil.  in  aclaurial 
terms:  booming  asset  growth 


from  the  shop  bank  underpins 
the  share  price.  Meanwhile, 
Woolworth  can  raise  extra 
capita!  to  push  further  into  its 
chosen  specialist ' areas.  The 
next  stage  must  surely  be  a 
vendor  placing  of  more  of  the 
convertible,  to  finance  a really 
big  acquisition. 

Greenfield  Blacks 

Mr  Murdoch  Morrison  piled 
on  the  misery  in  his  first 
annua!  statement  as  chairman 
of  Greenfield  Blacks,  the 
camping  equipment  retailer. 
The  company  lost  £2.16  mil- 
lion -before  tax  in  foe  lfi 
months  to  March  and  £3-97 
million  in  total  below  foe  line. 
Worse  than  that,  its  efforts  to 
crawl  out  of  foe  mire  have  been 
hampered  by  slow  sales  of 
surplus  shops.  All  this  bad 
news  depressed  foe  shares  by 
iwo-foirds  to  28  p. 

Mr  Morrison  took  control  a 
year  ago  when  he  effectively 
injected  his  company.  Blacks 
Camping,  into  Greenfield.  The 
latest  problems  are  all  in  foe 
original  Greenfield  business,  he 
says.  .The  problems  were 
disguised  at  the  time  of  foe 
merger  by  “the  absence  of 
reliable  management  account- 
ing information.” 

Stocks  were  apparently  over- 
valued by  £1.25  million.  The 
consequent  writedown  explains 
some  of  the  latest  loss.  But  the 
underlying  picture  is  still  grim. 
The  pretax  figures  benefit  from 
the  inclusion  of  £2.74  million 
on  property  sales  and  from  a 
possible  1200.000  contribution 
from  Blacks,  included  for  only 
four  months. 

So  far  20  shops  have  been 
sold  and  15  more  arc  under 
ofler.  With  16  lying  idle,  that 
leaves  just  eight  ninctioning 
Greenfield  outlets.  Blacks  is. 
however,  expanding  fast  and 
hopes  to  have  45  shops  bv  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Before  paying  for  Blacks' 
new  shops,  borrowings  now 


stand  at  £18  million  or  more 
than  shareholders'  funds.  Even 
after  selling  foe  IS  shops  under 
offer  gearing  will  be  80  per 
cent. 

Blue  Circle 

Blue  Circle  put  the  finishing 
touches  to  its  own  three  card 
trick  yesterday  when  it  an- 
nounced that  it  had  raised  £60 
million  through  a share  placing 
to  help  finance  its  acquisition 
of  Atlantic  Cement  in  foe 
United  States. 

The  trick  was  very  simple. 
The  first  card  was  played  when 
Blue  Circle  announced  early 
last  month  that  it  was  making 
the  £115  million  US  acqui- 
sition. 

The  second  was  to  announce 
belter  than  expected  results 
and  to  deny  categorically  that  a 
rights  issue  was  needed  or 
indeed  contemplated.  The 
share  price  surged  ahead  and 
yesterday  Blue  Circle  com- 
pleted the  trick  with  its  pacing 
at  a price  of  525p  against  the 
opening  price  yesterday  morn- 
ing of  553p. 

That  compares  with  an 
opening  price  of  480p  on  foe 
day  Blue  Circle  made  its 
preliminary  announcement. 
Had  it  launched  a rights  issue 
then  the  best  price  it  could 
have  expected  would  have 
been  4S0p,  so  the  trick  has 
made  the  company  75p  a share. 

In  the  long  run  the  failure  by 
Blue  Circle  to  give  all  its 
shareholders  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  fund-raising 
through  a rights  issue  will 
probably  be  forgotten  as  the 
new  acquisition  brings  its 
benefits.  Gearing  will  revert 
from  45  per  cent  to  a much 
more  acceptable  35  per  cent, 
allowing  Blue  Circle  to  pursue 
its  expansion  on  a much 
sounder  footing. 

The  shares  dropped  20p  to 
533p  in  token  protest  at  Blue 
Circle's  tactics.

One  way  to  beat 
the  taxman  is  to 
avoid  getting 
married,  writes 
Mary  Griffiths 


Dr  Kathryn  Vale  is  35.  she  has 
an  MA  from  Oxford,  a qualifi- 
cation in  psychiatry,  a speciali- 
zation in  obstetrics  - and 
Luther,  hot  yet  two  yean  old.'. 

Dr  Vale  is  an  unmarried 
mother.  By  careful,  even  calcu- 
lating, choice  she  and  the  man . 
she  calls  her  “partner'’,  Hugh 
Sullivan,  a solicitor  aged  34, 
decided  it  was  simply  not  to 
their  financial  benefit  to  marry. 
She  does  not  believe  this 
decision  will  affect  Luther’s 
future  and  her  plans  and  hopes 
for  a second  child. 

• “Basically,"  she  told  me,  “I 
have  very  great  reservations 
about  the  married  state  for 
women  at  all  and  I do  not  see 
bow  the  Government  can 
continue  to  value  marriage  so 
tightly  by  making  it  beneficial 
for  any  women  to  be  an 
unmarried  mother.” 

That  is  a sweeping  statement, 
but  is  it  true?  Dr  Vale  believes  it 
is  simply  **not  financially 
viable"  for  any  women  to  marry 
except  in  two  cases.  “The  only 
women  lp_  a dually  benefit  from 
marriage  are  those  whose  hus- 
bands ~ have  a high  pension 
entitlement  when  the  women 
themselves  have  none  — ■ or 
those  who  divorce  and  get  a 
divorce  settlement  which  pro- 
vides . them  with  a higher 
income  than  they  could  them- 
selves earn.”  she  says. 

She  points  out  that  there  are 
those  women  who  marry  men 
with  very  high  incomes.  But 
marriage  itself  is  not  a necessity 
to  share  those  benefits. 

Dr  Vale  and  Hugh  have  gone 
to  a lot  of  trouble  to  pay  die 
taxman  less  than  he  might 
otherwise  gel-  “When  we 
derided  we  would  tike  to  have  a* 
child  we  had  already  been 
t9gether  on  and  off  for  1 5 years, 
since  we  were  students,"  she 
said," -and  that's  longer  than 
most  marriages  I know  of  I 
wanted  to  be  a proper  mother, 
at  home  with  my  child,  so  it 
meant  giving  up  my  doctor's 
partnership  in  London  and 
moving." 

They  moved  to  Rye.  Sussex, 
because,  die  explained,  small 
children  need  a lot  of  space  and 
extra  home-heating,  “and  at  a 
time  when  income  is  diminish-

They  sold  her  London  flatfor  them,  “If  Hugh  and  lhad  shares 


and  things  we  would  be  allowed

They  then  went  to  a court 
where  the  magistrate  agreed 
Hugh  was  Luther's  father.  The 
court  granted  Dr  Vale  an 
affiliation  order  for  £166  a 
month  against  Hugh.

What 
legitimate  child  is  guaranteed  so 
much?" 

Like  every  other  taxpayer 
Hugh  gets  his  personal  allow- 
ance of  £2^05  -a  year  and  Dr 
Vale  gets  the  same  sum  --total 
£4,410.  A married  man’s  allow- 
ance is  only  £3,455  a year. 

Dr  Vale  uses  up  as  much  of 
her  allowance  as  possible  with 
her  two  mornings  a week  job.

The  so-called  “black  economy" 
- earnings  picked  up  outside  the 
tax  system  - is  estimated  to  be 

costing  the  country  Mound 
£4,000  million  a year.  The 
Inland  Revenue  plans  to  put 
squads  of  investigators  on  the 
trail  of  tax-dodgers. 

Bat  the  National  Westmins- 
ter Bank  has  written  to  cus- 
tomers claiming  that  “nothing 
beats  the  bargaining  power  of 
cash”.  The  bank  is  offering 
loans  of  between  £500  and 
£30,000  for  home  improve- 
ments.' 

The  letter  stresses:  “A 
NalWest  home  improvement 
loan  enables  yon  to  pay  cash  for 
any  improvement.  When  you 
pay  cash  you  can  often  negotiate 
favourable  terms”. 

NatWest  disputes  the  sugges- 
tion that  thEs  sounds  like  an 
invitation  for  homeowners  to 
negotiate  a lower  price  by 
ofTering  the  inducement  of  cash 
in  hand  “It  gives  the  buyer  the 
freedom  to  shop  around  and 
take  advantage  of  any  dis- 
counts", said  a spokesman. 

“We  arc  frying  to  suggest 
that  the  advantage  of  having 
rash  is  that  yon  can  obtain  a 
better  price  for  the  goods  and 
services  yon  are  baying”. 

A spokesman  for  the  Inland 
Revenue  said  it  was  concerned 
a hour  lax  evasion  in  the  black 
economy.  Two  years  ago  it 
redeployed  7ft  investigators  to 
tackle  the  problem,  and  is  now 
planning  to  put  anmner  850  on 
the  job.  Will  the  sort  of  offer 
from  NatWest  make  this  task 
more  difficult?

“The  stock  answer  is 
that  we  would  still  stop  interest 
from  the  day  the  cheque  is 
drawn,  on  the  basis  that  we 
have  to  have  the  money 
available  in  our  current  account 
when  the  cheque  is  presented", 
says  John  Field,  of  Nationwide 
Building  Society. 

He  points  out  that  tbe 
building  society  cannot  possibly 
know  that  the  cheque  may  not 
be  cashed,  and  money  has  to  be 
available  to  meet  the  demand 
when  the  cheque  comes  in. 

However,  Nationwide  does 
not  take  such  a strong  view  as 
the  Halifax.  Mr  Field  says:  “We 
will  deal  with  each  case 
according  to  the  circumstances. 
We  do  have  a system  whereby  a 
cheque  which  has  not  been 
presented  is  cancelled  and  the 
account  is  recrediled  with  the 
interest. 

“Managers  do  have  dis- 
cretion to  do  this.  To  be  honest, 
it  is  easier  for  the  staff  to 
recredit  the  account  and  1 
would  guess  that  in  98  per  cent 
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shares  was  anounced  on  May 
14.  ihe  upshot  was  that  Miss 
Andrews  had  received  no  shares 
and  her  cheque  was  returned  - 
but  not  for  some  days. 

She  eventually  went  back  to 
her  Halifax  branch  to  pay  the 
cheque  in.  but  was  horrified  to 
discover  that  for  the  14  days  or 
so  the  cheque  had  been 
outstanding,  she  would  lose 
interest  on  her  account  - even 
though  the  cheque  had  never 
been  presented  and  the  money 
had  technically  never  left  her 
account.  “I  was  so  angry  that  I 
walked  out."  she  says.  “I  nearly 
closed  my  account." 

Peter  Wood,  of  the  Halifax, 
explains:  "When  we  get  a 
cheque  paid  in.  interest  is 
credited  to  an  account  from  that 
day  and  it  stops  from  the  day  a 
cheque  is  withdrawn." 

But  this  was  one  of  the 
Halifax's  own  cheques.  It  had 
never  gone  through  the  hanking 
system.  The  money  had  never 
left  the  Halifax's  account. 
Surely  this  was  different?  “No  - 
we  don't  allow  interest  on  the 
days  a cheque  is  withdrawn 
even  if  it  isn't  presented",  says 
Mr  Wood.

Pamela  Solent  and  her  husband, 
-Leon,  were  divorced  m 198* 
Under  the  financial  settlement, 
Pamela  took  the  former  matri- 
monial home  and  was  awarded 
£6,000  a year  for  herself  and  her 
two  young  children,  payable 
monthly. 

She  had  been  a secretary 
before  she  had  her  first  child., 
but  now  the  two  children,  aged 
.four  and  six,  tied  her  to  her 
home  and  she  relied  almost 
entirely  oii  her  monthly  main- 
tenance cheque  for  income. 

Everv  month  she  received 
only  £350  because  Leon,  quite 
legitimately,  deducted  30  per

86.  Pamela's  tax  bill  on  the

. Every  penny  counted.  Pamela 
was  anxious  to  collect  this 
rebate  as  quickly  as  possible  and 
managed  to  arrange. half-yearly 
repayments  of  £51 8.25. .

Bonanza  for  tax  experts 


CAPmiWlh/S 
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The  ever-changing  rules  for 
‘calculating  capital  gains  tax 
(CGT)  liability  to  seem  to  have 
been  designed  for  the  leisured 
classes  - you  need  plenty  of 
time.  The  latest  batch,  although 
in  some  instance  introducing 
fresh  complications,  do  at  least 
potentially  reduce  the  CGT  bill. 

The  focus  of  the  new  rules  is 
the  indexation  allowance  which 
was  introduced  in  1982  to 
counter  complaints  that  CGT 
was  a tax  on  inflationary  as  well 
as  real  gains.  Indexation  allows 
your  acquisition  cost  to  be 
increased  by  reference  to  the 
Retail  Prices  Index  (RPI)  before 
calculating  how  much  gain  you 
have  made. 

However,  the  increases  in  the 
RPi  that  were  allowable  dated 
only  from  March  1982  - when 
indexation  was  introduced.  So 
for  assets  such  as  shares  or 
i property  bought  before  that 
dale,  the  prc-1982  inflationary 
gain  was  ignored. 

The  Finance  Bill  aliens  this 
position  for  pre-March  1982 
assets,  albeit  in  a roundabout 
way.  Broadly  speaking,  it  allows 
you  to  value  those  assets,  not  at 
their  cost  value,  but  at  the  value 
that  they  had  as  at  March  31,' 
1982.  if  this  works  out  higher. 
This  obviously  gives  you  a 
higher  indexation  allowance 
and  therefore  a lower  lax  bill. 

Say.  for  example,  you  pur- 
chased an  asset  in  1975  for 
‘£1.000.  sold  it  this  year  for 
£10,000.  and  the  increase  in  the 
RPI  since  March  1982  meant 
that  you  had  an  indexation 


allowance  of  19.3  per  cent. 
Under  the  old  rules  this  would 
have  been  applied  to  the 
original  cost  of  £1.000,  giving 
you  £193  worth  of 'indexation 
and  a total  acquisition  cost  of 
£1,193.  Your  net  gain  would  be 
£8.807  (£10,000^1.193)  and 
CGT.  assuming  you  -bad  used 
up  your  annual  exemption, 

would  be  £2,641. 

The  new  rules  allow  you  to 
apply  the  indexation  relief  to 
the  March  1982  price  or  value 
of  the  asset  - say  £8.000  - rather 
than  the  original  cost.  Hence  at 
19.3  of  £8.000  your  indexation 
allowance  comes  to  £1.544;  this 
increases  your  acquisition  cost 
to  £2.544  (the  original  cost,  plus 
indexation)  and  therefore  re- 
duces the  net  gain  to  £7,456. 
The  lax  on  this,  making  the 
same  assumption,1  would  be 
£2.236  - hence  the  new  rules 
mean  a saving  of  £405. 

Bear  in  mind  that,  as  the 
example  suggests,  the  effect  of 
the  new  rules  can  mean  that  the 
amount  of  the  indexation 
allowance  actually  exceeds  the 
original  cost  of  the  asset 
concerned. 

The  bad  news  is  that  it  is  not 
always  easy  to  calculate  values 
as  at  March  31.  1982;  quoted, 
shares  will  be  a cinch,  property 
(which  does  not  come  under  the 
private  residence  exemption) 
and  shares  in  private,  unquoted 
companies  can  pose  difficult 
problems. 

“This  aspect  in  particular 
makes  the  new  rules  something 


of  a professional's  dream",  says 
Barry  Sti  Herman,  tax  partner  in 
the  accountants  Stoy  Hayward 
“In  effect  they  should  mean  that' 
you  pay  less  CGT,  but  how 
much  less  will  often  be  a very 
complicated  question  to  answ- 
er.” 

While  an  undoubted  bonanza 
for  accountants  and  property 
values  the  new  rules  do  have  a 
curious  by-product  * the  rever- 
sal of  the  arguing  stances  taken 
by  the  Inland  Revenue  on  the 
one  hand  and  accountants  on 
the  other. 

Historically,  when  trying  to 
minimize  CGT  liability,  ac- 
countants have  argued  that  an 
asset  had  a low  value;  now,  as  a 
result  of  the  new  rules  they  will 
be  arguing  for  high  March 
values,  while  the  Revenue, 
abandoning  its  habit  of  going 
for  a higher  value,  will  argue  for 
a low  one. 

Other  changes  to  be  made 
include  the  abolition  of  the  rule 
whereby  asets  needed  to  be  held 
for  12  months  before  qualifying 
for  the  indexation  allowance-. 
Shares  must  still  be  held  for  a 
minimum  of  ten  days  in  order 
lo  be  eligible. 

Moreover,  the  prvisions  of 
the  Finance  Bill  will  allow  you 
to  use  the  allowance  so  as  to 
convert  a gain  into  a loss,  or  to 
increase  a capital  loss. 

Changes  to  die  rules  concern- 
ing the  identification  of  shares 
have  created  more  work,  gener- 
ally. where  indexation  is  con- 
cerned Shares  that  you  pur- 


chase in  a particular  company 
at  different . periods  will,  - in 
effect,  Be  pooled  and  treated  as 
an  asset.-  And  as  Ralph  Newns, 
tax  consultant  at  Spicer  and 
Pegler  points  out,  pooled 
shareholdings  will  have  to  be 
continually  indexed  each  time 
they  are  dealt  in. 

“The  pool  of  shares  bought 
after  April  5.  1982  has  to  be 
kept  continually  indexed"  he 
says.  “First,  one  has  to  index 
the  costs  of  April  6.  1982  - 
March  31,  1985  purchases  up  to 
the  April  1985  RPI:  and  then 
one  has  to  index  the  pooled 
costs  np  to  , the  month  in  which, 
each  subsequent  purchase  or 
sale  (or  other  event)  takes 
place.” 

The. continual  revision  of  a 
shareholding  in  this  way  is 
going  to  be  quite  a task  for  the 
private  investor  wanting  to  keep 
his  or  her  records  up  to  date. 

“It  is  enough  of  a chore  in 
itself”  says  Mr  Newns.  “but  it 
is  compounded  by  the  leisurely 
approach  of  the  Department  of 
Employment  who  are  always 
behind  in  publishing  the 
monthly  RPI  figures  ” 

To  illustrate  the  point,  the. 
official  rime  limit  for  submit- 
ting your  tax  return,  which 
should  include  details  of  1984- 
85  chargeable  gains,  expired  on 
May  5.  This  was  12  days  before 
the  publication  of  the  April  RPI 
- essential  for  those  who  sold 
shares  or  other  assets  liable  to 
CGT  just  before  the  year-end  in 
ApriL

• -ecu  pied  Jby  the  owner  for  some 
part  of  the  period  of  total 
'wnership  as  his,  or  her,  main 
residence.  For  many  people,  the 
annual  exemption  from  capital 
gains  tax  on  net  gains  (profits 
less  losses)  for  the  whole  year 
will  frequently  come  into  play. 
In  1984-5  this  exemption  was 
£5,600.  The  recent  Budget 
raised  this  lo  £5.900. 

Other  complicating  factors 
relate  to  property  which  was 
acquired  before  the  introduc- 
tion of  capital  gains  tax  in  April 
1965,  and  the  indexation 
allowance  which  is  tied  to  the 
market  value  at  the  end  of 
March  1982,  or  the  acquisition 
cost,  if  later. 

Space  does  not  permit  an 
example  which  introduces  these 
complications.  But  if  on  a rough 
calculation  you  can  sec  you  are  - 
going  to  have  a CGT  problem, 
it  is  . worth  consulting  an 
accountant  lo  work  out  what 
your  indexation  allowance  will 
be.

FAMILY  MONEY/5 
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InJ£ltam‘  now  on«  Of  the 
woiicrs  most  computer-literate 
countries,  pinning  the  blame  for 
human  errors  on  blameless 
machines  has  become  a danger- 
ous sport.  Computers  make  for 
fewer  mistakes  than  their  flesh- 
ana-blood  masters. 

Tlat  is  not  to  say  that  they 
are  perfect  servants  - they  break 
s101”  and  lose 
valuable  data.  What  can  you  do 
to  protect  yourself  against  a 
computer  malfunction? 

Most  home  computers  are 
probably  well  enough  .covered 
by  the  normal  domestic  con- 
tents  policy,  though  it  is  worth 
checking.  Of  the  three  possible 
threats  to  your  home  computing 
power  - theft,  breakdown  and 
data  loss  - the  first  is  probably 
the  only  one  worth  insuring. 
Even  that  is  a declining 
problem,  with  computers  al- 
most ax  saturation  point  in 
British  households,  and  prices 
on  the  “second-hand"  market 
falling.  Members  of  the  Associ- 
ation of  Computer  Clubs  are 
entitled  to  cover  when  taking 
machines  to  meetings.. 

If  a.  machine  breaks  down 
after  its  guarantee  period 
usually  a couple  of  days 
according  to  the  normal  rules  of 
nature  - it  will  probably  have  to 
go  back  to  the  manufacturer 
unless  you  are  a wizard  with  a 
tiny  screwdriver.  The  cost  of 
insuring  against  that  sort  of 
repair  probably  outweighs  the 
benefits.  If,  though,  the  manu- 
facturer offers  an  extended 
warranty  when  you  buy  the 
machine,  h is  worth  taVing  it 
up. 

However,  if  you  are  in  the  big 
league  of  home  computer  use  - 
running  your  family  finances  on 
one  for  instance,  or  maintaining 
a database  of  your  antiques  or 
gardening  plan*  — . you  should  . 
probably  be  thinking  about 
more  serious  protection.  This 
applies  even  more  strongly  if 
you  use  a personal,  computer  in 
your  business.  ' 

Four  problems  need  to  be 


'addressed  separately  - thflfL 
breakdown.  loss  'of 'data  and 
temporary  loss  of.  computing 
facilities.  * Theft  of  the  equip- 
ment is  the  easiest  risk  to  insure 
- it  can  be  covered  by  normal 
domestic  or  office  policies. 

Breakdown  needs  - .more 
thought.  Your  choice  lies 
between  a maintenance  con- 
tract. which  will  cost  anything 
between  10  per  cent  and  20  per 
cent  of  the  original  value  of 
your  system  each  year,  and  an 
insurance  . policy,  which  will 
cost  around  4 per  cent. 

.The  key':  difference  between 
the  two  jy  .speed  of  service^  A 
good'  .maintenance  company 
will'  put  its  contract  customers 
at  the  top  of  its  priority  list. 
You  should  get  an  engineer 
within  hours  and.  depending  on 
the  fine  prim  of  your  contract, 
you  may  get  • a temporary 
replacement  .machine,  just,  as 
quickly^  if. your  own  has  ,io  be. 
taken  away  for  surgery. 

Weeks  of  waiting ‘for . * 
service  to  be  restored 

The  contract  will  cost  IO-I2' 
per  cem  of  the  vjjlue  of  the 
computer  itself  and  up  to  20 
per  cent  of  the  value  of 
peripheral  equipment  such -as  - 
printers,  a standard  mainten- 
ance, contract  offered  by  ACT 
on  its  top  selling  Apricot* 
computer  with  a cheap  printer  - 
total  -value  £2,300  plus  VAT 
would  cost  £145  in  the. first  year 
and  £270  subsequently,  of. 
which  £105  is  for  the  printer.  -■ 
Insurance  companies,  on  the 
other  hand,  do  not  employthefr 
own  service  engineers,  so  yob 
could  wait  days,  even  weeks,  for 
normal  service  to  be  restored. 
That,  though,  in  many'  Home 
and  some  business  applications 
may  be  an  acceptable  price  to 
pay  for  the  reduced  annual  cost.

loose,  for  instance  in  transit. 
When  the  engineer  fixes  a fault 
like  this,  the  insurance  company 
will  get*  bin  for  labour  only. 

Some  insurers  have  argued 
that  if  no  parts  need  replacing, 
there  has  been  no  fault  under 
the  terms  of  the  policy.  Check 
this;  and  also  that  the  insurance 
covets  the  whole  . system  - 
. printer,  disk  drives,  keyboard 
and  any  other  peripherals,  as 
•well  as  the  central  processor.  A 
typical  policy  on  the  £2.300 
system  covering  all  risks, 
breakdown  and  derangement 
.would  cost  just  over  £100. 

Ah  interesting  policy.-  which 
takes  the  cover  one  stage 
further,  is  offered  by  Geoffrey 
Floodless  and  Associates  of 
Woking  It  has  five  sections  - 
aR'  risks,  breakdown,  software, 
temporary  hardware  replace- 
ment and.  significantly,  costs  of 
reinstatement  of  lost  date.  The 
last  is  measured  according  to 
tlie  value  of  labour  and 
expertise  needed  to  put  the  data 
back  in  the  machine. 

Most  losses  of  data  are 


accidental  - like,  for  instance,  a 
recent  incident  at  a Guernsey 
hotel  when  there  was  a com- 
puter foul-up.  AU  the  data  was 
lost  and  guests  were  asked  to 
prepare  their  own  bills.  Wiggles- 
worth  Insurance  of  London 
offers  cover  against  data  loss  at 
0.75  per  cent  of  the  sura  insured 

- ie,  for  the  cost  of  reinstate- 
ment - plus  0.20  per  cem  for  a 
fire  and  perils  extension. 

The  policies  also  cover 
potential  disasters,  ranging  from 
simple  hardware  breakdown 
(such  as  “head  crash”)  to 
“malicious  erasure,  corruption 
or  distortion  of  data  by  persons 
known  or  unknown,  including 
hackers  or  logic  bombs". 

Just  when  you  thought  it  was 
safe  to  go  into  computing  logic 
bombers  have  entered  your  life 

- like  the  American  program- 
mer hired  by  a go-go  company 
with  a hire-and-fire  reputation. 
When  it  eventually  fired- him.-, 
they  discovered  (too  late)  that 
deleting  his  name  from  .the 
payroll  triggered  a devastating 
total  data  erasure.  Be  warned.  .

“Welcome  to  our  hell,"  the 
soldiers  with  the  black  head- 
band shouted  above  the  gunfire 
yesterday.  “Welcome  to  bell 
itself.  I am  already  in  para- 
dise.” 

It  was  difficult  to  hear  him  in 
the  narrow,  blasted  street 
beside  the  Sabra  mosque,  the 
air  filled  with  cordite  smoke 
and  the  choking  bine  fumes  of 
burning  apartments.  He  was 
sweating  and  tired,  trying  to 
appear  confident,  trying  to 
ignore  the  gunmen  crowded 
round  the  month  of  an  under- 
ground tunnel,  bolding  their 
noses  against  die  stench. 

“Most  of  the  Palestinians 
got  away  last  night  to  Bonj  EI- 
Barajueh,”  The  soldier  aid. 
“Those  they  have  left  are  rfenrf 
men.” 

Not  quite.  Every  few  sec- 
onds, a rocket-propelled  gren- 
ade would  swish  past  die 
mosque  and  explode  in  a roar  of 
sound  behind  us.  The  smoke 
cast  everyone  into  an  opaque 
light  - die  Lebanese  Sixth 
Brigade  troops.  The  Shia 
Muslim  Antal  gunmen  lying 
exhausted  on  the  broken  glass 
beside  the  Gaza  hospital  - so 
that  the  soldiers  and  militia- 
men appeared  out  of  the  gloom 
unexpectedly,  mouthing  the 
sort  of  cliches  that  only  people 
at  war  can  invent. 


“We  are  winning,”  one  of 
them  shouted.  Another  vouch- 
safed the  opinion  that  we  could 
return  tomorrow  to  witness  a 
victory.  Bat  they  were  not 
happy- 

“Give  me  your  word  of 
honour  you  have  recorded 
nothing  on  your  tape,”  one  of 
them  screamed  at  me.  “You 
most  go  - get  out  of  here.” 

Across  the  street,  through 
the  blue  smoke  haze,  militia- 
men were  lounging  outside  the 
Palestinian  hospital.  There 
were  no  patients  now  - no  live 
ones  at  any  rate  - and  a trace  of 
dost  emerged  from  the  upper 
floors.  The  plastic  nameplate 
was  riddled  with  bullet  holes. 
There  was  a bunker  entrance 
opposite:  that  is  where  the 
gunmen  were  peering  into  the 
darkness 

Maybe  there  were  20  Pales- 
tinians left  at  the  mosque. 
Perhaps  there  were  only  10  still 
fighting.  No  one  doubted  that  it 
was  their  last  stand.  Both  the 
soldiers  and  the  militiamen  had 
an  edge  about  them,  anxious  to 
see  the  end,  exasperated  that  a 
journalist  should  have  talked 
his  nay  through  their  lines.

Dounreay  sought  as 
reprocessing  plant

An  application  to  build  a new 
spent  nuclear  fuel  processing 
plant  in  Britain  at  Dounreay  in 
the  north  of  Scotland  is  to  be 
made  by  British  Nuclear  Fuels 
and  the  United  Kingdom 
Atomic  Energy  Authority.  The 
authority  already  has  a small 
prototype  fast  breeder  reactor  at 
Dounreay. 

The  aim  is  to  provide  a 
European  reprocessing  centre 
j specifically  to  extract  plutonium 
! from  the  “blanket"  of  uranium 
that  surrounds  fast  breeder 
reactors.  The  intention  to  build 
the  plant  was  announced 
yesterday  in  the  Commons  by 
Mr  Alastair  Go cxilad.  Under 
Secretary  of  State,  Department 
of  Energy. 

He  said  “The  Government 
sees  advantage  both  to  the 
nation  and  to  European  collab- 
oration in  siting  the  reprocessing 
plant  in  the  UK.  Such  siting 
would,  of  course,  be  subject  to 
the  agreement  of  our  European 
partners  and  to  the  necessary 
planning,  safety  and  environ- 
mental consents  being  gran  led.” 


Expressing  astonishment  at 
the  proposal . when  doubts 
remain  over  the  existing  nuclear 
fuel  reprocessing  plant  of 
British  Nuclear  Fuel  at  Sella- 
field.  Mr  Stuart  Boyle,  of 
Greenpeace,  said  there  was  a 
surplus  of  plutonium  in  Europe, 
so  there  was  no  need  for 
another  plutonium  extraction 
plant. 

He  added  that  its  cost, 
estimated  at  £2,000  million, 
could  not  be  economically 
justified.  Since  there  were  as  yet 
no  plans  to  build  a large  scale 
test  breeder  reactor  in  Britain 
for  electricity  generation,  a 
plant  would  be  a nuclear 
laundry  for  other  countries. 

A test  breeder  reactor  works 
on  the  principle  that  it  produces 
more  fissile  plutonium  material 
than  it  consumes.  It  does  this  by 
converting  a “blanket”  of  fertile 
uranium-238  into  fissile  plu- 
tonium. 

So  ter  this  has  been  done  only 
oh  experimental  and  prototype 
reactors  mainly  at  Dounreay 
and  in  France  and  Germany.

For  the  next  week  in 
the  south  and  until  ibe  end  of  the 
second  week  of  June  in  the  north, 
listen  to  the  weather  forecast  before 
the  6am  news.  Or.  if  it  is  a cloudless 
night  with  no  wind  there  is  real 
danger  of  frost  so  be  prepared  to 
cover  lender  . plants  with  news- 
papers. 

Sow  sweet  corn,  marrow,  French 
and  runner  beans. 

Watch  for  mildew  on  roses.  At 
ihc  first  sign  spray  with  a fungicide. 
There  are  now  various  “cocktails"  - 
a mix  of  insecticides  and  fungicides 
which  take  care  of  both  pests  and 
diseases. 

Seize  every  chance  to  hoe 
between  plants.  If  you  hoe  when 
there  arc  no  weeds  there  will  never 
be  any  weeds.  Hoe  when  they  are 
tiny  and  they  will  shrivel  up. 

Feed  all  plants  now  with  a soluble 
feed  in  borders,  in  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  plots,  in  the  greenhouse  or 
in  . pots  indoors.  In  the  open  feed 
regularly  according  to  the  maker’s 
instruction.  RJH.
